Fan shares our view 
on downgrading of 
De Francis Dash 

Great editorial (in the Janu¬ 
ary 2010 Mid-Atlantic Thorough¬ 
bred) regarding the downgrad¬ 
ing of the Frank J. De Francis 
Memorial Dash (from Grade 
1 to Grade 2) by the AGSC 
(American Graded Stakes 
Committee). 

The AGSC’s heavy-handed 
and inconsistent ‘‘system” not 
only failed in this case (couldn’t 
they award extra “points” for 
Eclipse Award winners?), but 
has also strongly contributed 
to the demise of Laurel Park’s 
Turf Festival, including the 
Laurel Futurity and the Sehma 
Stakes. 

These races lost their graded 
status in 2005 and 2000, respec¬ 
tively. I don’t have to point out 
the importance of the graded 
status for the Laurel Futurity 
to attract Kentucky Derby 
hopefuls. Barbaro, Diabolical, 
Tapit, Toccet, Strike a Deal and 
Cowboy Cal apparently were 
not enough to impress the 
AGSC, and the Laurel Futurity 
and Sehma, both historic races, 
are no longer run in the face of 
purse shortfalls. 

Meanwhile, California 
altered the racing surface of all 
of its races, leading to very 
pronounced changes and 
unpredictable outcomes (for 
example, the 2007 Pacific 
Classic-Gl), yet they retained 
their graded status without ever 


having to prove their merit on 
the new surface. 

Very unfair and inconsistent 
pohcy being apphed here. 

These actions don’t do 
much to enhance the sport. I 
win continue to attend the De 
Francis Dash out of loyalty, but 
an important event at Laurel 
Park has been needlessly lost.

Thanks to Jane Motion, who 
beckoned us to follow her to 
the elevator. Dad’s first view of 
the track came from the placing 
judges’ turret. That was a view 
Fd never seen myself, and I 
could immediately tell from his 
reaction that this whole experi¬ 
ence would be the trip of a 
lifetime for both of us. 

Francis Xavier Kimmitt, 
known since childhood as Bud, 


was a racing fan for as long as 
he could remember. And he 
passed that love of the sport 
on to me, the youngest of 
his four children. His all-time 
favorite horses were Kelso and 
Cigar, and by the time I was 
about 6 years old, I could quote 
you most of Kelso’s ama 2 - 
ing statistics-thanks to Dad. 
I knew Kelso was trained by 
Carl Hanford, bred and owned 
by Mrs. Richard C. duPont. I 
knew her silks were gray with 
a yellow ball in the center; I 
knew Kelso was ridden primar¬ 
ily by Ismael Valen 2 uela and 
Eddie Arcaro. I knew he’d been 
Horse of the Year a remarkable 
five years running, and that he 
won the Jockey Club Gold Cup 
when it was run at a distance of 
two miles. 

When most fathers were 
taking their little girls to the 
park. Dad was taking me out 
to Sagamore Farm in Glyndon, 
Md., which wasn’t too far from 
our home in suburban Balti¬ 
more. Rather than plunking 
me on a carousel, my father 
carted me out for visits with 
Native Dancer, Kauai King 
and Restless Native.

USDA ANNOUNCES 
VOLUNTARY CEM 
TESTING PROGRAM 


T he United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture 
(USDA) has announced a 
voluntary program to test up to 
3,000 breeding stallions for 
Taylorella equigenitahs, the 
bacteria that causes contagious 
equine metritis (CEM). 

The program will be 
implemented immediately by 
the Animal and Plant Health 
Inspection Service (APHIS). 

APHIS is implementing 
this program in an effort to 
document that the presence of 
CEM is very low, if it is present 
at all, and to reduce or remove 
current testing requirements 
for horses and semen exported 
from the United States. 

This voluntary program is in 
response to the ongoing CEM 
incident involving approxi¬ 


mately 991 horses found in 
48 states. Hawaii and Rhode 
Island are the only states in 
which an exposed or positive 
horse has not been found. 

Stallion owners or accred¬ 
ited equine practitioners inter¬ 
ested in participating in this 
program should contact a 
Veterinary Services area office 
or their state animal health offi¬ 
cial’s office.

ilver pretty much gets 
what she wants around 
here” says Laurie Cal¬ 
houn who, along with her hus¬ 
band, Jerry, has looked after 
multiple stakes-winning brood¬ 
mare Silver Tango at their 
Summer Wind Farm in Union 
Bridge, Md., for the past 10 
years. “She’s obsessive-com¬ 
pulsive. She is so fuU of energy. 
She rears in place in the pad- 
dock; it’s her favorite thing to 
do. And she has been hke this 
since day one.” 

Now 22, Silver Tango shows 
no sign of slowing down. A 
gold mine for the Capuanos - 
parents Phil and Connie and 
their sons. Dale and Gary, who 
for years have ranked among 
Maryland’s most successful 
trainers-the chesmut daughter 
of Silver Badge—Royal Tango 
(by Princely Pleasure) was bred 
in Maryland by Jeanne F. Begg 
and purchased privately as a 

2- year-old from the breeder by 
Phil Capuano for $3,800. She 
was trained throughout her 
career by Gary Capuano. 

Mike Lu 22 i, the nation’s 
Echpse Award-winning appren¬ 
tice rider in 1989, had a front 
row seat for many of her per¬ 
formances. Lu 22 i was aboard 
Silver Tango for her maiden¬ 
breaking debut in her only start 
at 2 in 1990 and was also in the 
irons for the majority of her 10 
stakes wins. Silver Tango’s 

3- year-old season brought 
stakes victories in the Mountain 
Laurel (her third career start), 
Forsythia and Politely (each 
with Lu 22 i up) and Bus tie ton 
Stakes, and a runner-up finish 
to Wide Country in the Pimhco 
Oaks-G3. 

Silver Tango kept rolling as 
an older mare, notching tri¬ 
umphs in the Francis Scott Key 
(twice). Prim one tta. Liberation, 
Jacob France and Conniver 
Handicaps before retiring at 
age 6 in 1994 with a record of 
47 17 4 7 and $474,892. 





“She was different; she could 
be very la 2 y and she took a lot 
of riding. But she had the heart 
and the desire,” recalled Lu 22 i. 
“She was a lot of fun to start 
my career. I learned a lot from 
her—I learned how to stay busy 
on a horse.” 

Gary Capuano said, “Silver 
Tango really meant a lot to my 
career. She was so laid-back 
and la 2 y around the barn, and 
we’d have to drag her around. 
We used to call her ‘Myrtle the 
Turtle.’ But on the race track 
she was all business, and she 
loved what she did. She usually 
didn’t win by a lot, but [track 
announcer] Dave Rodman 
used to say that ‘Silver Tango 
knows where the wire is.’” 

Silver Tango was sent to 
Kentucky for her first few sea¬ 
sons as a broodmare until set¬ 
tling down at Summer Wind in 
1999, in keeping with the long¬ 
standing business relationship 
between the Calhouns and the 
Capuanos. 

“She was such a great moth¬ 
er; she would not let her foal 
out of her sight,” commented 
Laurie Calhoun. “When she 
had a foal with her, it took 
about four of us to move her 
from her stall, with one on 


either side of the mare and one 
on either side of the foal. She 
just loves her babies so much. 

“When Silver was turned out 
with the group, she was always 
very nurturing of the other 
mares’ foals. She was never 
aggressive, always watching out 
for the other babies.” 

The dam of 13 foals (by as 
many sires). Silver Tango has 
produced eight foals to race, 
seven of them winners, includ¬ 
ing three stakes performers. Her 
first marquis runner has been 
the durable Pioneering gelding 
Dale’s Prospect. Winner of the 
Taking Risks Stakes in 2005, 
he made 47 starts through 
his 8-year-old season in 2009, 
boasting 12 wins, 19 placings, 
and earnings of $344,664. 

This past December, Silver 
Tango’s Tenpins gelding Our 
Commander captured the 
Maryland Juvenile Champion¬ 
ship Stakes, while campaigning 
as a homebred for Phil and 
Connie Capuano; he is trained 
by Gary Capuano. 

The mare’s stakes-placed 
daughter Scarlet Tango (1998, 
French Deputy) added luster 
to the family as the dam of 
Grade 1 winner Visionaire. 
Sold by the Capuanos earher in 


her career. Scarlet Tango went 
through the ring at the 2008 
Keeneland November sale on 
an $850,000 bid. 

Silver Tango’s final foal, 
a 2-year-old colt by Love of 
Money named Bumpy Road, 
is being broken in Delaware 
in order to become Delaware 
Certified. The mare was pen¬ 
sioned after her 2009 foal was 
stillborn two weeks before her 
due date. 

Two of Silver Tango’s off¬ 
spring are now owned by the 
Calhouns in parmership with 
Dale and Joan Everett. Both 
are current members of Sum¬ 
mer Wind’s broodmare band. 
Tangled Affair (by Black Tie 
Affair-Ire) foaled a Tale of the 
Cat filly at Summer Wind on 
January 19, and Silver Emblem 
(by Demidoff) is expecting an 
April foal to the cover of Song- 
andaprayer. 

These days. Silver Tango 
spends her time mrned out 
with Dale Capuano’s Turn to 
Reason mare Smooth Strike, 24. 

“Silver and Smooth Strike 
are always together,” Calhoun 
explained. “We have them in 
a smaller flat paddock because 
of Smooth Strike’s stifle prob¬ 
lems. Silver does not have any 
problems at aU. But if I put 
them out somewhere bigger, 
her friend really slows down. . . 
and they really love each other. 
They’ve been together for three 
or four years now and were 
pals instantly.” 

Clearly devoted to Summer 
Wind’s grand oldladies, Calhoun 
divulged a special indulgence 
afforded to Silver Tango. “She 
loves Skittles,” Calhoun said. 
“When Silver was on the track, 
her groom [Dixie Perry] dis¬ 
covered that she really Hked 
them. Now whenever I go to 
7-11, well, you know. Silver gets 
her Skittles. Like I said, she 
really does get whatever she 
wants around here.”

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PENNSYLVANIA-BRED MIXED UP WINS 
STEEPLECHASE ECLIPSE AWARD 


J osh Pons, manager of fam¬ 
ily-owned Country Life 
Farm in Bel Air, Md., read 
an article about steeplechase 
stakes star Mixed Up-and his 
quirks — and laughed. 

‘‘Piis father was hke that 
too-one of those characters 
on the farm. . . one white eye, 
an attitude, the whole bit,” said 
Pons, who oversaw Carnivalay's 
long stud career at Country 
Life. ‘‘He was one step from 
doing the wrong thing all the 
time.” 

Carnivalay, a Northern 
Dancer son who created a leg¬ 
acy of successful and durable 
runners before his retirement 
at the conclusion of the 2003 
breeding season, added a new 
twist last year when Mixed Up 
earned the Eclipse Award as 
the nation’s top steeplechaser 
and became his sire’s first 
national champion. 

Bred in Pennsylvania by his 
owner Bill Pape and trainer 
Jonathan Sheppard, the small 
and speedy bay picked the 
right year, at age 10, to put 
together his most complete 
season—winning two Grade 1 
stakes and leading aU jumpers 
with $184,495 earned. He did it 
while alternately dehghting and 
maddening his connections 


with moves such as galloping 
full bore into the shedrow after 
a workout-scattering people, 
horses and equipment in aU 
directions. 

The day after that move. 
Mixed Up won the Colonial 
Cup-NSAl, a two and three- 
quarter-mile marathon suppos¬ 
edly beyond his reach. The vic¬ 
tory clinched the championship 
and came at the expense of 
the season’s other four Grade 
1 winners, while providing a 
career milepost. 

Before 2009, Mixed Up did 
the bulk of his quality work 
in relative sprints, winning at 
Saratoga and Keeneland but 
faltering in the fall champion¬ 
ship races. He never won later 
than August, and he couldn’t 
handle division stars Good 
Night Shirt and McDynamo. 
His flat speed was useless on 
demanding courses such as Far 
Hills and was stressed by the 
longer distances of Belmont 
Park’s Lonesome Glory-NSAl 
and the Colonial Cup. 

Mixed Up began his racing 
career as a flat horse. He broke 
his maiden going five and a 
half furlongs on the turf at 
Colonial Downs (in a $40,000 
claimer) in 2002 and won a 
turf allowance at Philadelphia 


Park in 2003. Based mainly on 
connections. Mixed Up became 
a steeplechaser. He won his 
first start in 2004, but went 
back to the flat for three more 
wins-one in the Capital City 
Handicap at Penn National. 

Jumping has been the focus 
since in 2005, the year he won 
twice, including a Grade 2 
stakes at Radnor. He graduated 
to Grade 1 winner in 2006 and 
2007 while operating a notch 
below championship level. 

In 2008, Sheppard didn’t like 
the looks of a leg at Saratoga 
and stopped the season after 
just two starts. The abbreviated 
schedule helped fuel 2009. 

Mixed Up began in a restrict¬ 
ed stakes at Aiken in March, 
winning a tight photo with 
stakes veteran Paradise’s Boss. 
The champion laughed home 
in an allowance at Block House 
a month later. Third over soft 
ground in the Marcellus Frost 
Hurdle-NSA3 in May, Mixed 
Up used a second in the David 
L. “Zeke” Ferguson Memorial 
at Colonial Downs as a prep 
for Saratoga-where he won 
his second A.P Smithwick 
Memorial-NSAl with a quick 
sprint through the stretch to 
catch Preemptive Strike. 


The season nearly came 
unraveled with poor runs in 
the New York Turf Writers 
Cup-NSAl at Saratoga and the 
Lonesome Glory. Still in title 
contention. Mixed Up needed a 
win to clinch and faced his nem¬ 
eses-October and November. 
Sheppard scratched him from 
the Grand National at Far Hills 
due to rain and aimed for the 
Colonial Cup. The Hall of Fame 
trainer built his horse’s stamina 
with workouts at the farm in 
Pennsylvania-three and a half 
times around the seven-furlong 
gallop (up from the normal two 
and a half)-and opened the 
pipes with a six-furlong bree 2 e 
at Camden three days before 
the race. 

It worked. Mixed Up sat just 
off the pace of Red Letter Day 
early, eased into fourth by the 
stretch, split horses after the 
last fence, and prevailed by a 
neck in a move honed on Mid- 
Atlantic turf courses earlier in 
the decade. 

For Pons, the championship 
came as a surprise, because 
Country Life is not in the busi¬ 
ness of breeding steeplechase 
horses (no smd farm is). Still, it 
was a signal achievement, which 
began when Sheppard and Pape 
sent their Oh Say mare Oh 
Nonsense to Carnivalay. 

“What a great example of 
a horse finding something 
he’s good at and extending his 
career,” said Pons. “It’s nice to 
see one of Carnivalay’s sons 
still putting that spirit to good 
use. We really enjoyed keeping 
up with the horse aU year.” 

NOTES 

With the lopsided voting 
tally of 209-3 over Red Letter 
Day, Mixed Up gave Sheppard 
an 11th steeplechase Eclipse 
Award and first since Highland 
Bud in 1989. . . Pape cam¬ 
paigned champions Flatterer 
(1983 to ’86), Martie’s Anger 
(1979) and Athenian Idol 
(1973)... Mixed Up raced with¬ 
out Lasix throughout 2009.

HAL C.B. CLAGETT 

Southern Maryland horseman 
raised the bar for state’s breeders 


H al C.B. Clagett, a distin¬ 
guished member of 
Maryland’s Thorough¬ 
bred industry for nearly 60 
years, died on February 1 at 
the age of 93. 

Mr. Clagett’s most endur¬ 
ing contribution to the busi¬ 
ness was his role in authoring 
the legislation that created the 
Maryland-bred Fund in 1962. 

The first state breeding 
incentive program of its kind 
in the nation, the Maryland 
Fund immediately raised the 
state’s breeding farms to an 
unprecedented level of activ¬ 
ity. It subsequently served as 
a model for states throughout 
the nation. 

A three-term president of 
the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association (1969 to 1971), 
Mr. Clagett bred and raised 
five Maryland-bred champi¬ 
ons, the most noteworthy 
being millionaire Little Bold 
John (champion older male in 
1988 and ’89). Others were 
Ameri Valay (sire of 2002 
Preakness runner-up Magic 
Weisner), Carnirainbow, Run 
Alden and Assault John. 

JESSE DAVIDSON 

Jesse Davidson, a champion 
jockey whose career was tar¬ 
nished by the infamous Valen¬ 
tine’s Day race-fixing incident 
at Bowie in 1975, died on 
January 16. 

Mr. Davidson, a native of 
Manchester, Ky, overcame a 
hard-scrabble existence to 
become the leading rider in 
the nation by wins in 1965. 
He amassed 319 victories that 
season, riding at the Maryland 
tracks during the day and in 
West Virginia at night. In 2008, 
Charles Town Races & Slots 
honored Mr. Davidson with 
inclusion in its Racing HaU of 
Fame. 


Mr. Clagett was honored 
several years ago for his long¬ 
standing participation in the 
MHBA Yearhng Show, in 
which he won the grand cham¬ 
pionship in 1982 with future 
stakes winner Alden’s Ambi¬ 
tion. Three times his entrants 
won the Yearhng Show Purse 
Premium as the leading earn¬ 
ers at the track at 2. 

Little Bold John and Alden’s 
Ambition were both sired by 
John Alden, a one-time lead¬ 
ing Maryland sire in whom Mr. 
Clagett held a major interest. 

Mr. Clagett, who practiced 
law until well into his 80s as 
a senior parmer in the Upper 
Marlboro, Md., firm Sasscer, 
Clagett, Channing and Bucher, 
was also a former president 
of the Maryland State Bar 
Association. 

He graduated from Merc- 
ersburg Academy and Prince¬ 
ton University (with honors) 
and Georgetown University 
law school. His legal education 
was interrupted by service in 
World War II, during which he 
was assigned to the advanced 
echelon of the Fifth Air Force 
in the southwest Pacific, flying 

Former jockey and current 
Maryland steward Phil Grove 
considered him as ‘‘absolutely 
the person to beat.” 

Mr. Davidson reached a 
career total of 3,035 wins and 
$10.7 million in purse earnings. 
His mounts included Hall of 
Fame runner Shuvee, whom he 
piloted to win the 1968 Frizette 
Stakes and the 1969 Triple 
Tiara (Acorn, Mother Goose 
and Coaching Club American 
Oaks). 

Mr. Davidson served four 
and a half months in federal 
prison for his part in the race¬ 
fixing scandal, but continued 
to maintain his innocence. He 
was reinstated in a Baltimore 
Circuit Court proceeding in 



fighter planes. Near the end of 
the war, he flew B-29s out of 
Okinawa. 

On active duty throughout 
the war, Mr. Clagett received 
the Distinguished Flying Cross, 
the Legion of Merit and the 
Air Medal, with clusters. For 10 
years after the war, he served 
as a Wing Commander at 
Andrews Air Force base. 

“I would have enjoyed 
remaining a pilot and making 
the Air Force my career,” Mr. 
Clagett recalled in a 1982 inter¬ 
view with The Maryland Horse. 
“But inevitably there would

In 1988, Mr. Davidson sus¬ 
tained a career-ending injury in 
a spiU at Laurel Park; he later 
received a kidney donated by 
his sister.

GERRY GOSWELL 

Former steeplechase jockey 
and trainer Gerald (Gerry) 
GosweU died on December 20 
at the age of 60. 

Mr. Goswell, a hfetime 
horseman and avid hunter and 
golfer, was born in Lambourn, 


have come a time when I 
would have been separated 
from flying and placed in an 
administrative capacity. That 
would have carried me around 
the world and the taproot [to 
his family farm in southern 
Maryland] would have been 
cut.” 

A horseman since early 
childhood, he took a second- 
place ribbon at Madison 
Square Garden, jumping 6’1” 
against renowned show rider 
Margaret Cotter. 

Mr. Clagett rode timber 
races for many years, until 
past the age of 50, and was 
a longtime member of the

He was divorced from his 
first wife, the former DoUy 
Sasscer, and his second wife, 
the former Juha Kaul Paine, 
died in 1990. His third wife, 
the former Jeanne Begg, died 
in 2007 at the age of 94.

Clagett, and Hal C.B. Clagett 
III, a breeder/owner who 
served as MHBA president 
from 1998 to 2000.

South Carolina 
Residency Races 
merit black type 


L ee Christian, longtime president of the South Carolina Thor¬ 
oughbred Owners and Breeders Association (SCTOBA), is 
not usually one to challenge authority. But he is leading a 
grass-roots effort against one of racing’s most austere groups, the 
International Cataloguing Standards Committee. 

His goal is to secure black type for the South Carolina 
Residency Races, juvenile stakes run each faU at Philadelphia 
Park. Restricted to runners who have spent at least 90 days in 
South Carohna prior to June 30 of their 2-year-old season (and 
whose owners have paid a nomination fee to the SCTOBA), the 
Christopher Elser Memorial for colts and geldings and Donna 
Freyer Stakes for fillies are designed to support and promote 
South Carohna training centers. 

And the results, in five runnings to date, say a lot about 
the quahty of horses coming out of South Carohna. Of the 
30 horses who have won or finished second or third in the 
Residency Races, 13 have won or placed in additional stakes. 

The biggest attention-getters so far are Smart and Fancy, winner 
of the inaugural Donna Freyer who has won 10 other stakes and 
earned more than $825,000, and 2008 Donna Freyer runner- 
up Payton d’Oro, who last year won three stakes, including the 
Grade 2 Black-Eyed Susan. 

This year, purses for the Residency Races will be bumped up 
to $75,000, but unless the Cataloguing Standards Committee 
takes action at its annual meeting in April, they still won’t quahfy 
for black type. 

Only four categories of restricted races are ehgible for black- 
type status-state-bred, non-winners of a sweepstakes, sales 
graduates and stalhon progeny. 

Meetings of the Cataloguing Standards Committee are 
regularly chaired by North American representative Carl 
Hamilton, who said that the committee reviewed the SCTOBA’s 
request in April 2007, and ‘Mecided it did not want to further 
expand the races allowed.” Hamilton added that the committee 
would be willing to review the issue again this year, upon request 
from the SCTOBA. 

Christian is asking that the races be considered on merit. 

‘‘Our industry doesn’t have many good things happening right 
now,” he points out. “When any organization steps up and helps 
promote the business, the powers that be should applaud and 
help.” 

Live pari-mutuel racing doesn’t exist in South Carolina, and 
fewer than 100 foals are born in the state each year. Yet, if the 
SCTOBA were to assemble a couple of $50,000 state-bred 
restricted races each year, and convince some track to card 
them, those races would automatically receive black type, notes 
Christian. 

“Because South Carolina just doesn’t breed enough horses, 
these races would not represent the quality that stakes should 
have,” Christian says. “Rules are rules, but let’s maintain the 
integrity of black-type races and reward the deserving owners, 
trainers, and the horses that run in the South Carolina Residency 
Races with black-type opportunities.” ^

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Pennsylvania living 
large with slots 

Breeders’ association executive Mark McDermott 
refiects on changes the industry has experienced in 
iast four years, interview by Lucy Acton 



Mark McDermott, 64, the longest-serving executive of a major state Thoroughbred breeding association in the 
nation, draws upon a unique historical perspective when dealing with the Pennsylvania Breeding Fund. 


i n 2009, Pennsylvania was the 
only major Thoroughbred 
breeding state in the country 
to show increases in its figures 
for foals born and stallions ser¬ 
vicing mares within its borders. 
And the rate of increase was 
dramatic, to say the least. 

The number of live foals 
grew by 29.8 percent (based 
on early reports to The Jockey 
Club). 

Meanwhile, Pennsylvania 
moved into fifth place nation¬ 
ally (from 10th the year before) 
in number of mares bred. 
Through mid-October, reports 
showed that 97 stallions cov¬ 
ered 1,603 mares, a 29.6 percent 
increase compared to 2008. 

The soaring Thoroughbred 
production is directly attributed 
to the slots program signed into 
law by Governor Ed Rendell in 
July 2004 and implemented in 
the fall of 2006. 

StiU, along with prosperity, 
slots have ushered in a new set 
of challenges, as Mark McDer¬ 
mott, executive secretary of the 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association (PHBA), will teU 
you. 

The longest-serving execu¬ 
tive of a major Thoroughbred 
state breed association in the 
country, McDermott, 64, 


stepped into the job in January 
1976, and helped bring about 
tremendous growth even 
before slots. In 1974, the Penn¬ 
sylvania Breeding Fund dis¬ 


bursed a total of $16,000; now 
one race can yield bonuses far 
beyond that amount. 

A native of Uncasville, 
Conn., McDermott graduated 


from the U.S. Coast Guard 
Academy and was briefly 
employed by Daily Racing Form, 
Fair Grounds race track, and 
the Louisiana Breeders Sales 
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Company before going to work 
for the PHBA. 

He has “dabbled. . . without 
success” in breeding and racing 
horses himself over the years. 
McDermott and his wife, Sue, 
a health and physical education 
teacher, make their home in 
West Chester, Pa. He has three 
grown children—two sons and 
a daughter-and three grand¬ 
children. 

McDermott, who oversees 
a staff of four at the PHBA, 
considers one of his greatest 
achievements on behalf of 
the association to be the hir¬ 
ing of Dorothy Weber, who 
handles the administration of 
the Breeding Fund. A PHBA 
employee since February 1987, 
Weber is assistant executive 
secretary, as well as chief infor¬ 
mation and technology officer. 

“Dorothy’s attention to 
detail is exceptional; she ensures 
that Fund income and expendi¬ 
tures are balanced to the penny 
each year,” said McDermott. 

McDermott was interviewed 
on January 22 in Kennett 
Square, Pa. 

A lot of alarms were 
raised this past October, 
when Governor Ed Rendell 
signed into law a budget 
that reduced the racing 
industry’s share of slots 
revenue by about 17 
percent over the next four 
years. Could you begin 
by describing the likely 
effect that will have on 
Pennsylvania’s Breeding 
Fund Program? 

Last year the Breeding Fund 
had $18 million, give or take; 
this year it will have approxi¬ 
mately $16 million. 

The real loss is approxi¬ 
mately $2 million. If you figure 
that five years ago we had $7 or 
$8 milhon, and everybody was 
really happy, we stiU have a very 
strong financial position. 

The way the Fund is set 
up—X amount of dollars goes 
into it. By stamte, the first 
deduction is the administrative 
expenses. Then the breeder 
and stallion awards get paid 
at a statutory rate, based on a 
percentage of purse earnings. 
After that, whatever is left over 


goes to purses in the form of 
owner bonuses and restricted 
races, both overnights and 
stakes. 

So the breeder and stallion 
awards are solid. Total awards 
in those two categories (breed¬ 
er and stallion awards) last year 
were about $8 million. The total 
fund was $18 milhon, so there 
was about $10 million left for 
PA-bred restricted race purses 
and owner bonuses. 

There’s an $8 milhon or $10 
million cushion before breed¬ 
er and stallion awards would 
be impacted. And it’s unhkely 
that would ever happen. So 
it’s important to know from 
a breeding perspective that 
the program is on very sohd 
ground. 

When the slots legisla¬ 
tion was originally crafted, 
we (and by “we” I’m refer¬ 
ring the horsemen and breed¬ 
ers, Thoroughbred and 
Standardbred, because that’s 
our coalition) came away with 
the agreement that nobody’s 
going backward on this. We 
did all kinds of projections so 
that the Breeding Fund would 
have the same proportionate 
amount of money relative to 
purses after slots as it did prior 
to slots. 

In the bill enacted, the 
industry’s share was 12 percent 
of terminal revenue; this was 
dropped to 10 percent in the 
table games bih. The adjust¬ 
ment was initially planned to 
take effect July 1,2009. It’s now 
going to take effect January 1, 
2010. Rather than say, “Okay, 
we just missed six months,” 
the state is going to double the 
amount it takes from the indus¬ 
try during the first six months 
of 2010. Then the formula goes 
back to the 10 percent takeout, 
and that’s through 2013, when 
it will go again to 12 percent. 

A lot of the sting from that 
extra bump in the takeout will 
be minimixed with the open¬ 
ing of the Category II facilities 
in Philadelphia and full years 
of operation in Pittsburgh and 
Bethlehem (both operated for 
half of 2009). That will be addi¬ 
tional revenue coming in. The 
table games legislation autho- 
hxed two additional Category 
III facihties and upped the 


number of slot machines at 
each of these locations. 

Further, if a study conduct¬ 
ed by the licensees turns out to 
be an accurate predictor, the 
addition of table games will 
increase slots play. 

How do table games factor 
into the mix? 

The table games legislation 
was signed into law in mid- 
January after aU the legislative 
jockeying and political jockey¬ 
ing ended. No changes were 
made at the end, and it was 
pretty much what we aU expect¬ 
ed it to be as of the September 
draft. 

There will be table games at 
each slots location, which will 
have to pay an additional fee 
of $15 million, which is a very 
good deal for the casinos. 

The Gaming Control Board 
has indicated it would prob¬ 
ably be six to eight months 
until aU the regulations pass 
through the regulatory review 
process, allowing table games 
to get started. 

And none of the table 
games revenue goes to the 
Thoroughbred industry. 

That’s correct. It goes into 
the state’s general fund. 

There’s no question slots 
have elevated Pennsylvania’s 


racing and breeding indus¬ 
try beyond imagination. But 
expanded gaming brings its 
problems with it. 

We had a hard time-we, 
the coalition I mentioned ear- 
her-when the perfect storm 
hit in Harrisburg last spring. 
The casino operators saw the 
opportunity to pursue table 
games way ahead of time. We 
knew it had always been on 
their schedule. But the pohtical 
climate in Pennsylvania allows 
doing a little bit at a time. And 
here we are five years into it. 
People who were opposed to 
gaming back in ’04 used to say, 
“Oh, give them slots and the 
next thing we know they’ll be 
in looking for table games and 
we’ll have full-blown casinos.” 

Our response was, “No, no, 
no. We’re going to crawl before 
we walk, and walk before we 
run.” 

The perfect storm began to 
form in Harrisburg this past 
spring, what with the need for 
additional tax revenues, and 
there was no consideration 
whatsoever from the legislature 
to include the horse industry in 
any of the tax proceeds from 
the table games. 

The original slots bill was all 
about property tax relief, and 
a separate fund was created to 
receive the money. The money

table games would go where it 
was needed most-the general 
fund. The legislators could use 
that wherever they wanted to. 
There was never any consider¬ 
ation by the primary sponsors 
of that legislation. 

And when we, the coahtion, 
went to respond to that, we 
found that the mrnover within 
the legislature in the five or six 
years since the slots bill passed 
was such that very few of the 
sitting legislators were aware 
that the slots bill had anything 
to do with revitahzing racing 
and breeding in the state. 

We learned that lesson, and 
secondly we learned that a lot 
of the legislators were very 
dissatisfied with the amounts 
that were going to racing and 
breeding, and used numbers to 
reflect poorly on it. Statements 
such as, ‘‘The horsemen have 
gotten $300 mMon,” did not 
include the fact that this was at 
six different race tracks, over 
five years, with two breed pro¬ 
grams involved and so on. 

Depending on the perspec¬ 
tive that was presented to them, 
their response was likely to be: 
'‘Three-hundred million dollars! 
What do you mean—and we're 
trying to balance the budget 
here." 

The educational process 
with the legislators is the basis 
of this equine coalition. It's a 
proactive coalition. It's not that 
we sit, waiting for the phone 
to ring, and answer questions 
about where the money is 
going and what improvements 
have been made. It's a message 
that we now have to take to the 
legislature to just tty and keep 
its members current with the 
investment they have made in 
the state's Thoroughbred and 
Standardbred industries. 

The money that we're get¬ 
ting from slots is never going 
to be absolutely safe. We can't 
put a fence around it and keep 
everybody out. 

The sad situation is that 
because of the way racing 
became legal in Pennsylvania 
(in December 1967) it had to 
be done through the legisla¬ 
ture. 


There was a sense back 
then, among many people, that 
gambling was an awful thing 
that had to be tightly legis¬ 
lated. Well, now there's gam¬ 
bling everywhere, and it's not 
quite so awful. But back then 
the trade-off from the state 
was, “Okay, if you're going to 
do that, we're going to take 
so much tax money and we're 
going to write aU the rules.” 
Basically, the legislamre is our 
board of directors. And sad to 
say, it's oftentimes an unwiUing 
or even an uncaring board of 
directors. And I can under¬ 
stand that, too, because they 
have a lot of responsibilities as 
a legislator. 

Our position is, “Let us run 
our own business. We'll do it, 
and do it well. Don't let it be 
a government arm. We'll do a 
very effective job.” 

But that's one of the reali¬ 
ties out there. There's a reluc¬ 
tance to engage the legislature 
in change, because we don't 
know what might be coming 
down the road. 

Certainly one of the 
changes has been the drop 
off in pari-mutuel handle 
that occurred after slots 
got up and running. 

That was the first problem 
we faced, because it's the sec¬ 
ondary source of money to the 
Breeding Fund. The pari-mu¬ 
tuel tax revenue goes into what 
is called the State Racing Fund. 
And there are five payments 
made from it, with the first 
four having to be satisfied prior 
to any accruals to the Breeding 
Fund (and Standardbred Sire 
Stakes) to be deposited. 

Let’s talk about the way 
the Pennsylvania Breeding 
Fund is structured, and 
efforts that have been 
made to help it keep 
up with the changing 
dynamic. 

As more and more owners 
and trainers become involved 
with their PA-breds, they start 
looking more for a PA-bred 
racing program. 

Since about 1990, we've 
been into the PA-bred owner 
bonus program, to try to stimu¬ 


late interest in owning Pennsyl- 
vania-breds. And I think that's 
been pretty successful. But in 
this day and age, people are 
really big on restricted races. 

This goes hand in hand with 
the fact that the betabihty of 
an individual race is no longer 
a big issue—not everybody is 
worried about handle on the 
race, because that's no longer 
the primary source of fund¬ 
ing. So if that's not the pri¬ 
mary source, it becomes easy to 
overlook what racing has been 
really aU about: the best horse 
in the race winning. 

The competitive element 
somehow gets pushed a little bit 
to the side and certainly there 
are ways that can be rational- 
i 2 ed. The level of competition 
at Philadelphia Park right now is 
so high that the PA-breds who 
five years ago were very, very 
competitive throughout the 
total card aren't anymore. They 
haven't caught up to that. They 
will, but right now they haven't. 
So the people who have those 
horses are inchned to say there 
need to be more opportunities 
for the PA-breds. 

My explanation is those 
horses were competitive as 
allowance horses five years ago. 
But I don't say allowance horses. 
I look at it as-they were com¬ 
petitive for a $24,000 purse. 
Those horses are stiU competi¬ 
tive for a $24,000 purse, but the 
$24,000 purse might be an 
$8,000 or $10,000 claimer now, 
whereas five years ago that was 
an allowance purse. 

That's a big adjustment for 
people who breed to race. A 
lot of them don't want to lose 
a horse in a claiming race. And 
they might get forced into run¬ 
ning in company where they're 
not going to be as competitive. 
So the cycle starts. 

That's been a major adjust¬ 
ment. And it will continue to 
be for a while—to keep people 
interested, to keep them satis¬ 
fied with their horses and so 
on. 

What percentage of the 
races at Pennsylvania’s 
tracks are restricted to 
PA-breds? 


We don't have a lot of 
restricted races. We have a 
stakes schedule that's limited 
by statute. Because there's not 
an infinite supply of money 
available, and with the purses as 
high as they are now, to divide 
that money, say with a base 
purse of $25,000, there's not 
enough races over the course 
of a year that would really 
make that much of an impact 
for everybody. 

That's always been the 
strong suit of the owner bonus: 
regardless of the race, the 
horse by running well allows 
the owner and the breeder to 
participate in Breeding Fund 
money. 

It's blanket coverage for 
the PA-breds. The question 
is—how much should the bonus 
be? Back in the old days when 
the purses were very sHm, and 
horses were running at Penn 
National for total purses of 
$35,000 a night, the bonus 
made a difference. Now one 
purse can be $35,000. With 
that kind of money available, 
is it necessary to have a bonus? 
How substantial should the 
bonus be? 

Those are all legitimate 
questions. And it's a moving 
target. It changes from month 
to month, or year to year. And 
people's views generally depend 
on the quality of their own 
horses. Rarely do you have total 
consensus, because people are 
involved at different levels. 

One of the issues. . . here's 
where I get in trouble. The 
PHBA has a statutory responsi¬ 
bility for the administration and 
development of the Breeding 
Fund Program. We have a staff 
that gets paid to carry out these 
responsibilities. But the deci¬ 
sion makers are the PHBA's 
officers and board of direc¬ 
tors—volunteer positions. 

Usually, when people get 
involved with something like 
that, it's because they have 
strong feehngs about how 
something should be done. 
That's certainly not a reason 
to turn somebody away. When 
somebody comes in and makes 
his or individual position 
known, then tries to figure out 
how to get that absorbed into 
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SCHEDULE OF 
PA-BRED BONUSES 

Broedcrs—The breeder of a registered Pennsylvania-bred 
receives an award whenever that PA-bred finishes first, 
second or third in any pari-mutuel race in the state. For 
PA-breds sired by registered Pennsylvania stallions, the 
award amounts to 30 percent of purse share earned. 

For those sired by out-of-state stalHons, the award is 20 
percent. 

Owners—Paid for horses finishing first through third in 
overnight races; up to 40 percent of purse share. These 
bonuses are considered part of a horse’s official earnings 
and are deposited directly into an owner’s account. 

Stallions —Bonus is based on share of purse earned at a 
Pennsylvania track when registered foal finishes first, 
second or third. Amounts equal to 10 percent of purse 
share are awarded to owner of the stallion at time of 
conception. 


DIVISION OF SLOTS REVENUE 

♦ Each of Pennsylvania’s six race tracks - three 
Thoroughbred (Philadelphia Park, Penn National and 
Presque Isle Downs)-operates slots. These are known 
as Class I facihties. 

♦ Five stand-alone facilities (Class II) and two resort 
facilities (Class III) are also eligible for licenses. 

♦ Each Class I and Class II facility contributes 12 
percent of its gross terminal revenue to the Race Horse 
Industry Development Fund (RHIDF), For the next 
four years, this has been reduced to 10 percent, and will 
revert to 12 percent in 2014. 

♦ The RHIDF, from the revenues generated at 
Class II and Class III facilities, then distributes 
percentage shares back to each Class I facility directly 
proportionate to that facility’s percentage participation 
among the total contributions to the RHIDF made by 
racing facilities. 

♦ The Pennsylvania Breeding Fund receives 16 percent 
of aU RHIDF disbursements made to Thoroughbred 
tracks. These moneys are combined with accrued pari¬ 
mutuel Fund moneys and distributed per the direction 
of the existing statute governing the Breeding Fund. 


the program, and stiU be able to 
see the big picture, that’s some¬ 
one who can make a difference. 
The program should not favor 
any faction, only try to get a 
blend that works the best for 
the most people. 

As an example, use the 
owner bonus. That gets every¬ 
body involved. The value of 
the purse is proportionate to 
the quality of the horse; it’s not 
random. It’s already established 
via the purse schedule. There’s 
a lot to be said for that; the 
parameters are very objective, 

Pennsylvania’s owner 
bonus does count as 
part of a horse’s official 
earnings. 

Yes. Because the owner 
bonus is based on the purse 
share of the book value of 
the purse. That was one of 
the foundation planks of the 
program —that it would count 
as part of a horse’s earnings. 
It’s also good for the record of 
the mare and so on. It also pro¬ 
vides part of the basis for the 
breeder award calculation. 

Another big change we are 
always dealing with from the 
perspective of the breeders 
association has to do with the 
fact that breeders are going to 


be bringing their own horses to 
the races more and more. 

I have to look at it from 
the perspective of the breed¬ 
ers association. This individual 
now wears two hats; he has the 
hat of an owner and breeder. 
And we will do everything we 
can possibly do to satisfy the 
breeders’ hat. We’re limited in 
what we can do for the owners. 
There are horsemen’s groups 
that represent owners. And lots 
of times the avenue to influ¬ 
ence certain racing-related parts 
of the program comes through 
the horsemen’s association and 
not necessarily the breeders’ 
association. We work togeth¬ 
er, but we’re not in charge of 
horsemen’s purse money. 

We’re certainly seeing that 
at Penn National, more so 
than Philadelphia Park. There 
are more people who race 
horses up there who are also 
involved as breeders. So they 
have a greater awareness of 
the breeding element, and how 
certain things can be done to 
enhance the owning that also 
enhance the breeding. It’s all 
interrelated. We’re working on 
that. We’re very excited about 
what the Penn National horse¬ 
men are willing to do this year. 


That’s a huge step in the right 
direction. 

What are they going to do? 

They’re going to start fund¬ 
ing part of the restricted race 
program. The details are on our 
Web site (www.pabred.com). 
There will be four races every 
21 calendar days, as opposed to 
none in the past. 

If it’s successful, and people 
are pleased with it, I think it will 
continue to grow. 

Those races will be funded 
by the general purse 
account? 

Yes. This is in response to 
discussions that we’ve had with 
them for years about, “Hey, 
this is the next phase of the 
program and it is purely own¬ 
er-oriented.” If you are going 
to have owners at the track 
who are supporting racing with 
Pennsylvania-breds, you can 
have a little bit of state protec¬ 
tion. 

Does Philadelphia Park 
have anything like that? 

Philadelphia Park does it 
differently. Don’t say that they 
do not promote ownership of 
PA-breds. 

PA-breds have preference in 
all the entries (at Philadelphia 


Park, Penn National and 
Presque Isle Downs). There’s 
a provision in the statute 
that says, if, in a race, eight 
or more PA-breds pass the 
entry box, the race becomes 
closed (to additional starters). 
When it becomes closed, the 
Breeding Fund revenues have 
been responsible for the purse. 
There’s no control over this 
expenditure. Nobody has any 
control over when those races 
are going to close and when 
they’re not, so it’s been very dif¬ 
ficult to manage the money. 

Three or four years ago, the 
Philadelphia Park horsemen, in 
an effort to support consisten¬ 
cy in the program, said “Okay, 
we will pay, out of our purse 
account, the base purse for 
those races.” They’re putting in 
about $1.2 million annually out 
of their open purse money to 
do those races. 

They’re doing it one way 
and Penn National is doing it 
another way, but it’s all for the 
good of the PA program, and 
to have something out there for 
restricted races. Is it the best? 
No. It could always be more. 
But within the confines of the 
money that’s available, we’re 
moving in that direction.

Probably very few people 
are aware of how these 
programs work. 

When things are done in 
our name. . . ''Why did you have 
to cut the owner bonus out of certain 
races at Penn National last year?'’ 
Somebody will call in and be 
totally irate. If they’re willing to 
understand, it can be explained 
to them. But it’s comphcated. 
And once they understand, they 
say, ‘‘Oh, I wish if had known 
that.” Communication is always 
a very important factor. 

Maybe the situation with 
the owner bonuses at Penn 
National is something we 
ought to explain in this 
interview. 

Okay-here goes. At the 
beginning of the year we figure 
we have x amount of dollars 
that we need to pay in awards. 
If the fund is going to be y, 
subtract the x and whatever 
is left over is restricted race 
purse money or owner awards. 
Say Penn National has $2 mil¬ 
lion left. Well, we think that 
we’re going to pay $1.5 million 
in owner bonuses. That leaves 
$500,000 for all the restrict¬ 
ed races that could be writ¬ 
ten. Let’s say we were going 
to write $300,000 worth of 
maiden specials, so that leaves 
us with $200,000 to cover races 
that would close. So, we started 
out in 2009; the preference was 
on aU races. And in the month 
of January there were about 
eight or nine races that closed, 
at an average of $20,000 apiece. 
That’s about $180,000. This 
leaves $20,000 for the rest of 
the year. 

So we said, “Okay, we need 
to make an adjustment here, 
because it’s not going to work. 


Back for a minute to our stat¬ 
ute, which allows for Breeding 
Fund money to be disbursed 
in races that either restrict or 
prefer entry to PA-breds. If 
the preference is on, the eight 
or more PA-bred entry provi¬ 
sion forces the race to close. 
In order to get the Fund out 
from under and having to pay 
these purses, the entry prefer¬ 
ence had to be removed. 

The Breeding Fund Advis¬ 
ory Committee, on the rec¬ 
ommendation of the PHBA, 
agreed to eliminate the prefer¬ 
ence on the bottom swatch 
of races. And that enabled us 
to get the funds back under 
control and still be able to 
sustain the owner bonuses on 
the better races, and still have 
a limited degree of restricted 
races. We hear this made the 
program top-heavy. Well, what 
was happening was making the 
program totally bottom-heavy. 
And it was going to be to the 
disadvantage at the top. 

It’s not something that just 
came up last year. This has 
been an ongoing issue, and 
most everybody, the people on 
the advisory committee, and aU 
of the entities in the industry, is 
familiar with the give and take, 
and what can be done to regu¬ 
late it. We review the numbers, 
and figure if we do this, a cer¬ 
tain reaction should occur. It’s 
done, and the announcement 
is made. 

It’s happened enough times 
in the last five or six years that 
a lot of the owners and trainers 
understand it, but new peo¬ 
ple are coming in aU the time, 
and it needs to be constantly 
explained to them. It’s aU part 
of trying to manage the money 
responsibly. 


Do you feel like progress is 
being made in improving 
the quality of PA-breds? 

I think so. But with rac¬ 
ing in Maryland dropping back, 
Delaware cutting its days, and 
New Jersey having its own 
problems, horsemen in the 
region see Pennsylvania and 
say, “That’s where I need to 
be.” 

PA-breds are catching up, 
and as they catch up another 
flush of outside horses comes 
in and the Pennsylvania-breds 
drop back a little bit more. It’s 
catch up, fall back. 

We need Maryland to 
hurry up and get their slots. 
If the racing situation in this 
region were the same in aU 
states—days-wise, track-wise, 
as it was in 2005, and aU the 
jurisdictions had additional 
money, racing and breeding in 
the Mid-Atlantic region would 
be a wonderful thing to be 
involved in. 

So you’re not competitive 
with Maryland-you’re 
seeing the industry 
in the two states as 
complementing each other. 

Yes. And New Jersey also, if 
they can ever get settled deal¬ 
ing with the casinos so they’re 
assured they’re going to have 
purse money. When New York 
gets slots at Aqueduct, every¬ 
body wiU be relegated back to 
where they were horse-wise, 
but the purses wiU be much 
better. So everybody wiU have a 
much better chance of making 
a go of it. 

Right now most of the peo¬ 
ple are breeding for state pro¬ 
grams, because there isn’t much 
of a commercial market. People 
now have to breed horses they 


think win be successful on the 
race track, because that’s the 
only way they’re going to get 
money-through their fink via 
a breeding fund program. The 
commercial market is moving 
to the claim box. 

That’s not bad, because 
performance should have an 
impact on somebody’s success 
as a breeder. If somebody is 
breeding fancy sales yearhngs 
that never get to the races, 
something’s wrong with that 
equation. 

People now are being a lot 
more selective as to what their 
goals and objectives are-and 
they have to be. Because if 
you’re not breeding horses to 
race, and there’s no commer¬ 
cial market, you’re in trouble. 
That’s one of the big changes 
that I see. 

Pennsylvania has had some 
breeders who have been very 
successful in the commercial 
markets. But for the most part, 
we have people who are breed¬ 
ing horses that likely end up rac¬ 
ing for them. If they’re racing 
them themselves, and they’re 
non-competitive, it makes it 
very easy to walk away, and 
say I don’t need these kinds of 
headaches and expenses with 
tittle or no return. It’s becom¬ 
ing more of a result-oriented 
enterprise. 

Let’s talk about the rise 
of the stallion industry in 
Pennsylvania. 

From where we were six or 
seven years ago to where we are 
now—we’ve come a long way. 
The stallions now are look¬ 
ing to service mares from the 
region, not just Pennsylvania 
mares. The stallions are good 
enough to do that. Then fac- 
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tor in the advantages of a foal 
being Pennsylvania-bred, thafs 
a win-win for both. 

The program helps the 
stalhon with these regional 
mares, and then the program 
helps itself because ifs in the 
best interest of the stalhon 
owner to convince owners of 
regional mares to keep them in 
Pennsylvania, and allow them 
to foal in Pennsylvania. This 
will then will help elevate the 
quahty of Pennsylvania-bred 
racing in the state. 

The economy hasn't helped. 
Breeders involved with dis¬ 
cretionary income are being 
hit the hardest, and breeding 
horses, with aU the attendant 
hardships and cash flow issues, 
is among the first things people 
feehng the economic pinch are 
hkely to walk away from. 

If there are going to be 
fewer foals out there, do people 
who are able to endure have 
a bit of an edge? That's not 
what we're looking to do, but 
yes, they wiU. Fewer horses for 
the same amount of money 
increases your shot at a higher 
return. 

Breeders have had enough 
bad experiences shipping out 
mares at a very critical time for 
the foal that they welcome the 
advantages of local stallions. 
And if I'm a breeder and I've 
got it down to two stallions, 
one in Pennsylvania and one 
in another state several hours 
away, all things being equal, 
there's no way in the world I'm 
taking that mare out of state. 

The incentive to breed to 
PA stallions monetarily, the 
advantage of having a bit more 
control over the breeding activ¬ 
ity and keeping an eye on the 
foal at that very critical time, is 
certainly there. So a lot of that 
is working well. 

We added four major stal- 
Hon facilities in 2009 and '10 — 
Northview PA, Ghost Ridge 
Farms, Penn Ridge Farm and 
Dana Point Farm — aU with stal¬ 
lions who are above, smd fee- 
wise, what we had before. 

Several years ago, I was 
invited to speak at one of the 
University of Louisville equine 
business program's seminars. It 
was right after the slots bill was 


passed, but before the impact 
had begun. Here comes this 
clown from Pennsylvania, and 
he's teUing them that in three 
or four years, the landscape will 
have changed and Pennsylvania 
will have become a factor in 
Thoroughbred breeding in the 
United States. I got zero recep¬ 
tion to that. Almost to the 
point where it was, ‘‘Thank you 
very much. . . Next." Not even 
“Why are you saying that?" or 
“We want to argue about it." 

Now, a lot of the Kentucky 
push for gaming is based 
on, “Look what it did in 
Pennsylvania." 

How would you describe 
your relationship with 
track operators, especially 
in light of the new casino 
era? 

As much as we sometimes 
fight with Philadelphia Park 
management, I have to admit 
that without them there would 
be not a whole lot going on 
at Philadelphia Park. They are 
brilliant, hard-working, know- 
how-to-get-the-job-done peo¬ 
ple. They took a racing facility 
on the brink of bankruptcy and 
have developed it into one of 
the premier gaming facilities in 
the area. 

Penn National is the same 
way. I can remember when 
Peter D. CarHno, (current CEO 
Peter M.) Carhno's father, had 
just bought Penn National 
Racing Association and the 
race track. He already owned 
Mountainview Racing Associa¬ 
tion, which was a tenant of 
Penn National, at the facility. 

The horsemen were on the 
brink of going out on strike, 
and Peter D. came in and laid it 
all on the Hne. 

He said: “We're making an 
investment here that's going to 
keep racing going in 
Pennsylvania. Without this 
investment you guys are done, 
so let's play ball." 

He was able to convince the 
horsemen of the truth of what 
he was saying, and they went a 
long time, struggling together 
to make it work. Penn National 
Gaming subsequently went 
public, and got some operating 
money; then the simulcasting 


began to grow, and they had 
networks with varying arrange¬ 
ments, and turned the company 
into a really energized gaming 
corporation. 

So you've got the two of 
them. And now Mountaineer 
Gaming, which has done a great 
job with Presque Isle Downs. 

It's our job to continually 
impress upon everybody the 
value of racing, and not let 
these facilities digress into casi¬ 
nos with limited racing that has 
no great pubhc appeal. And 
that's a tough thing to do. 

The good news is aU this 
corporate involvement. The 
bad news is that they have to 
answer to their shareholders. 
Whereas in the old days, the 
track owners might have had a 
real fondness for racing, now 
the fondness is for the bottom 
Hne. And a lot of things that 
might have been tried or con¬ 
tinued in the old days for the 
love of the game are gone. So 
it falls to the industry. 

We need to promote our¬ 
selves. People say we need some 
outside corporate sponsorship. 
Let's sponsor ourselves. The 
responsibihty ties with us to 
keep this great game going. 

I don't have a clear solu¬ 
tion, or what-can-be-done kind 
of thing. There are so many 
external factors out there that 
people don't even think about. 

In the legislamre we heard- 
“Why should we give money to 
the horse industry when we've 
got a school here trying to 
survive?" 

Our race horse owners and 
breeders coaHtion prided our¬ 
selves on the fact that racing 
and breeding existed within 
and is financed from our own 
enclosure. Money that ran the 
business came from the busi¬ 
ness. It didn't come from a 
legislative grant or a Hne item 
in somebody's budget. We 
were self-sustaining. So we're 
self-sustaining, leave us alone. 
Don't break into our sheH. 

“Well, wait a minute," say 
the lawmakers, “you guys are 
reaUy going good and these 
people over here aren't." Is it 
the legislatures's responsibiHty 
to spread this newfound money 
around a Httle bit? Yes, it is. So 


we don't have the luxury of 
isolation. We've got to keep 
making ourselves valuable in 
the eyes of the legislators, so 
they are not going to say-“Oh, 
there's the reddest apple on the 
tree, and we're going to take 
it for someone or something 
else." 

How do you envision the 
immediate future of the 
Thoroughbred industry in 
Pennsylvania? 

We have to look beyond 
Pennsylvania. I fear it's become 
almost too expensive to breed 
and raise a horse, then continue 
on racing it. The remrn on that 
investment is so sketchy, and in 
this day of investment analysis, 
that's something a lot of peo¬ 
ple don't want to touch unless 
there's something above and 
beyond the profit/loss math¬ 
ematics of it. 

So the industry needs people 
who love to be around horses, 
and love to raise horses, the 
whole experience. Those peo¬ 
ple are good, for as long as they 
can be good. There are others 
who say, “So and so made a lot 
of money with a horse he bred; 
I'm going to try that." But 
you're deaHng with nature. And 
it's not Hke market conditions 
for the product being produced 
can be controUed. 

Everything's become so 
expensive. I think this wiU cut 
back an individual's wilHngness 
to become involved in raising 
horses. 

So what happens then? The 
foal crop gets smaUer and smaU- 
er. At some point, if there's no 
sustaining commercial market, 
and states don't have a breed¬ 
ing program that can somehow 
even up the expense ledger, 
then why would somebody be 
raising horses? 

The good news is that 
there's racing in certain places, 
the Pennsylvania jurisdiction 
for example, where people can 
make some money doing it. . 

There's going to be change. 
Racing is going to change, and 
without racing, the breeding 
industry doesn't stand a chance. 
The primary goal of everything 
is to keep racing healthy. ^ 
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It’s been a wild ride 
for Scott Lake, region’s 
winningest trainer 

“You’re just doing your job. Then the next thing 
you know, it grows into this mind-boggling thing,” 
Lake says. “Now you want to know how to get 
it back down to normal reality.” bysean ciancy 


S cott Lake won 4,133 races 
in 10 years. He finished 
first or second in the 
nation by number of wins each 
year for a decade. 

Never again. 

At least 300 winners a year 
for a decade has placed Lake 
sixth on the aU-time wins Hst, 
just behind Steve Asmussen. 
Along with Todd Fletcher, the 
three trainers have changed the 
game forever, overseeing bat- 
tahons of horses spread over 
a multitude of race tracks and 
exponentiahzing a numbers 
game. At his peak, in 2007, 
Lake had 287 horses in train¬ 
ing. 

Lake, the first to turn up the 
gyrations, has stepped off the 
ride. Or at least slowed it down. 
The 44-year-old Pennsylvanian 
has pared down his operation 
to two tracks: Philadelphia 
Park and Delaware Park. He 
just recently left Maryland 
and he’s out of New York as 
well. He’s down to about 70 
horses (instead of 110). And 
Ukes it. His win percentage is 
down —for now—but his sanity 
is up, or at least going in that 
direction. 


‘‘You become a horse 
whore. Never knowing when 
the next good horse is coming 
into your barn, you want to 
take every horse, every owner,” 
Lake said. “When you started, 
you’re not thinking you want 
to get to 287. You’re just doing 
your job. Then the next thing 
you know, it grows into this 
mind-boggling thing. You don’t 
know how you did it, it just 
became that. Now you want to 
know how to get it back down 
to normal reality. That’s the 
hardest part. You’re used to all 
that action—the go, go, go, and 
then aU of a sudden you’re tike, 
‘I can’t do this any more.’” 

It got to a point where Lake 
hated to see the new condi¬ 
tion book. Race tracks gener¬ 
ally release condition books at 
the same time. Lake would sit 
down for hours at night, going 
through each horse’s charts 
and assigning corresponding 
races in the condition books. 
Training horses is a fluid exer¬ 
cise; changes to those condi¬ 
tion books need to be made 
every day with every hitch, 
every cough, every missed oat 
and every owner’s whim. And 


remember, these were not blue- 
blooded stakes horses. Most 
were reclamation projects from 
the claiming ranks with more 
dings and dents than a back 
wall of a horse van. Lake began 
to allow assistants to pick spots 
at some tracks. He was in the 
car every day slashing from one 
race track to another, trying 
to get home to watch horses 
on TV or listen to calls from 
his assistants while negotiat¬ 
ing traffic between Laurel and 
Bensalem. 

He reahzed he was not 
doing the job his owners were 
paying him to do. 

Priorities change. 

Lake and his wife, jockey 
Jennifer Stisted, have two chil¬ 
dren, 6 and4 (Lake has a 10-year- 
old daughter from a previous 
relationship, Emily, who lives 
in Harrisburg). Stisted rode on 
the Maryland circuit and now 
rides select horses for Lake. A 
husband who trains and a wife 
who rides—that’s busy. Adding 
Cora and Nathaniel changed 
priorities. 

He had owners stick him for 
hundreds of thousands of dol¬ 
lars. He sued one for $28,000. 


The owner countersued for 
$300,000, citing lost income 
after his horse was injured. 
The case had no merit and 
never made it to trial. StiU Lake 
had to fight it. Lawyers made 
money; everybody else lost. 
That changed priorities. 

Lake alleges that an accoun¬ 
tant bilked him for $1.2 million 
(that he knows about) while 
funding a gambhng problem. 
The accountant failed to pay 
Lake’s taxes for five years; he 
owes the Internal Revenue 
Service more than a million 
dollars. Vendors’ bills piled up, 
vendors Lake thought he was 
paying. That changed every¬ 
thing. 

Lake declared Chapter 11 
bankruptcy last spring—the 
nadir of his 22-year career as 
a horse trainer. Scraping out a 
hving at Penn National, ven¬ 
turing to Philadelphia Park, 
branching out to seven tracks, 
finishing second in the 2002 
Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl with 
ThundereUo, returning a year 
later with former claimer Shake 
You Down to finish third, lead¬ 
ing the nation in wins, missing 
an Eclipse Award as the nation’s 
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Scott Lake started out walking hots for free at Penn National and built up at empire as a trainer. 
At his peak, in 2007, the 44-year-oid Pennsylvania native oversaw a stable of 287 horses. 


leading trainer by a single vote 
. . . then bankruptcy. 

Lake’s horses have earned 
more than $89 million in his 
career. Now, he’s busted. 

Go, go, go. Crash. 

On a cold February morn¬ 
ing at Laurel Park, dressed in 
wool hat, sneakers, jeans and 
a Repole Stable sweatshirt. 
Lake negotiated ice and snow 
between his barn and a run¬ 
down trainers’ shack at the 
three-eighths pole to watch his 
sets train. He had already made 
lunches for his kids and cho¬ 
reographed school and babysit¬ 
ters while Stisted was spending 
five days in Florida. Until late 
February, Lake drove from his 
home, just outside Philadelphia 
Park’s stable gate, to Laurel at 
least once a week to oversee his 
Maryland division, which was 
run by former jockey Hugh 
McMahon. They were an odd 
pair. McMahon is a devout 
Christian, pasting the office 
with God’s word. Lake is a 
devout race tracker, pasting his 
speech with curse words. Lake 
is married to McMahon’s ex- 
wife. They volunteer the infor¬ 
mation and don’t care what you 
think. It worked. 

This winter, McMahon 
needed some time off for some 
health issues. He texted Lake 
and thanked him for under¬ 
standing. 

Lake texted back, ‘Tamily 
comes first. You’re family.” 

Inside the shack, among cig¬ 
arette butts and broken stools. 
Lake and McMahon watch 
horses who seem to appear out 
of nowhere, as if they dropped 
out of the sky. “How was his 
last breeze?” Siam “How’s she 
eating?” Better. “Is she getting 
wound up?” She^s feeling good. 
Horses come and go quickly; 
it seems every time you look 
up another SL saddle towel 
goes past. Former jockey Jamie 
Ryan canters a bay claimer past 
the window; jockey Chip Van 
Hassel backs up on a chestnut. 
Reading Lake’s training chart 
and listening to his critics, you 
might conclude that his horses 
jog more often than most. 

“It’s not all we do,” Lake 
said, exasperated. “That’s the 
frustrating thing. Everybody 


says we just jog. We don’t just 
jog. We do a lot of jogging, 
but look—we get horses that 
ate skinny or their back ends 
are bothering them, we’ll do a 
lot of jogging. If a horse is a 
sound horse, we train them like 
a normal horse. My horses do 
gallop, my horses do breeze.” 

Lake doesn’t compficate 
training or entering. 

“I’m going to get him sound 
and get him happy, then put 
him in a spot where he can 


win, pick his head up. Then 
he can go up the ladder,” Lake 
said. “These guys enter over 
their heads forever, then drop 
a notch and think the horse is 
going to run good. Drop him 
three or four notches, pick his 
head up.” 

EARLY TRAINING 
GROUNDS 

Like many race track kids. 
Lake followed his dad to the 
races. 


His father, who made his 
hving as a cop, was simply a 
fan. Then he bought some 
horses to run at Penn National 
back when it was dirt-cheap 
racing. It didn’t take long for 
Lake to want a job on the 
backstretch, begging to walk 
hots for free, learning anything 
he could from guys like Dave 
Dumestri, Chester Reedy III, 
Rick Wasserman. His last stop 
was a three-year stint for one 
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of Penn’s stalwarts, Bruce 
Kravets. 

‘‘He was a good guy and a 
real good friend,” Kravets said. 
“We hit it off pretty good and 
the barn was rolling when he 
was working. He was a smart 
guy, a sharp guy, a go-getter. He 
went out on his own and went 
and got it.” 

“Back then there was no 
other racing; it was Penn 
National,” Lake said of his 
mindset at the time. “When I 
started, I struggled for a while, 
getting owners, finding my 
niche, things that worked for 
me. About ’93, things started 
picking up and I started focus¬ 
ing on getting better horses to 
Penn. Then it was like, ‘I’ve got 
to get out of here.’” 

Lake began shipping run¬ 
ners-winners-to Philadelphia 
Park. He recalled a year when 
he ran 33 horses at Philadelphia 
Park and won with 11 of them. 
That attracted the interest of 
Philadelphia Park-based own¬ 
ers Eric and Greg Fral (E & G 
Stables). 

“I beat them a couple of 
times, and I remember Eric 
walking out and saying, ‘Lake... 
Not again, he beat me again.’ I 
kind of smiled and shook my 
head,” Lake said. “He walked 
up to me a little while later 
and said he had two horses 
he wanted to send to Penn. 
I took those horses to Penn 
and did good with them. Then 
they asked me about coming 
to PhiUy” 

Lake thought about it, went 
to his mentor, and asked him 
what he should do. Kravets 
told Lake if he didn’t go he was 
going to turn every one of his 
horses loose. 

“He told me, ‘Don’t make 
the mistake I did,’” Lake said. 
“‘I don’t have any complaints 
about being here; I’ve done 
well. But you’re a young guy 
and there’s better than this out 
there.’ ” 

Kravets remembers it going 
something like that. 

“You can’t not go. It’s home, 
but you have to make the most 
of it, and by God he made 
the most of it,” Kravets said. 
“Scott and I are different. 
Probably if I had the opportu¬ 
nity I would have stayed. Scott 


was single, had youth on his 
side. Heck, you have to go take 
those shots.” 

Lake packed for Philadelphia 
Park and by 1999 Penn National 
had faded in his rearview mir¬ 
ror, the starting block but no 
longer the finish Hne. He picked 
up Richard Englander after the 
owner claimed a horse from 
Lake and couldn’t win a race 
with the horse. Dale Capuano 
called Lake and asked him if he 
wanted to train the horse again. 
Lake wound up with 65 horses 
for Englander, who won the 
Eclipse Award as the nation’s 
leading owner in 2001 and ’02. 

Lake attracted horses for 
Gumps ter Stable, Robert Cole 
and other owners with deep— 
or at least willing-pockets, all 
with the mind set of claiming 
and aiming. 

“My big thing was to look 
for guys who I thought over¬ 
trained, back off them a little 
bit and get a little more weight 
on them, get them happy, 
sounder,” Lake said. “Robert 
Cole was as sharp as they come. 
He picked 99.9 percent of his 
horses. Englander was great 
at picking horses, Gumps ter 
Stable picked all their own; 
they really helped the program. 
They were sharp, did a lot of 
homework, took the pressure 
off so you could concentrate 
on your horses and spots to go 
in. They were great; they got 
me off the ground,” 

At Philadelphia, the snow¬ 
ball began to roll. Within a 
year of moving to Philly, Lake 
moved into Maryland. In 
another six months he moved 
into New York. Within anoth¬ 
er six months he moved into 
Delaware, then back to Penn, 
then Charles Town, He led all 
trainers in wins in 2000, did it 
again in 2001, 2003 and 2006, 
going from 337 wins in 2000 to 
528 in 2006. 

Lake topped aU trainers in 
victories in Maryland for the 
last four years in a row. In 2009, 
he won 89 races at Laurel and 
Pimlico, 32 more than runner- 
up John Rigattieri, securing titles 
at the Laurel winter, Pimlico 
spring and Laurel fall meetings. 
Since 2006, Lake has captured 
12 of the 16 meets conducted 
at Laurel and Pimlico. He’s won 
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18 training titles at the major 
Maryland tracks this decade. 

Then overload. 

‘When I was at Penn, I was 
on the road every day, going 
to PhiUy, Monmouth, Mead- 
owlands, trying to claim better 
horses and get out of Penn,’’ 
Lake said. ‘T did that for four 
or five years. You just get wiped 
out. Bad owners bring you 
down; they don't pay. Then my 
accountant stole $1.2 million 
from me. One day, you just say 
this is not worth the hassle." 

That day came in 2007 
when Lake's friend and owner 
Ben Mondello called and told 
him he couldn't get a hold of 
Lake's accountant. Lake called 
and couldn't get him. He called 
all day. 

“Finally at 6 o'clock, his girl¬ 
friend answers. I said. Where's 
he at?' She said, ‘He's going 
to be away for a few days; 
he's got some personal stuff 
going on,'" Lake said. “I said, 
‘I don't care about his per¬ 
sonal stuff -this is my business 
we're talking about; anything 
personal to him is part of my 
business, I guarantee it.' 

“I told his brother, ‘You 
know his trouble is my trouble.' 
He called me and said he's in 
the psych ward." 

Lake started to unravel a 
scheme that had run his busi¬ 
ness into the ground. Money 
had been siphoned off from 
Lake's business into fake com¬ 
panies, overdrawn credit cards, 
car loans, paychecks for false 
employees, unpaid taxes, unpaid 
biQs. He had huge debts with 
feed men, veterinarians — name 
the vendor. Lake owed him. 

Lake went to see his accoun¬ 
tant. 

“I walked in—it's like walk¬ 
ing into One Flew Over the 
Cuckooes Nest I walked in and 
said. What's going on? I can't 
help you if you don't show 
me the truth,'" Lake said. “He 
goes, ‘Nothing. I always get 
wound up at tax season. I just 
get nervous, so I started drink¬ 
ing, but everything's fine.'" 

Lake held an envelope full 
of deceit. He waved it in the air. 

“I go, ‘So what I have in this 
envelope has nothing to do 
with anything?'" Lake remem¬ 
bered. “He goes, ‘I don't know 
what you have in the envelope.

but I don't have anything else to 
teU you.' I said, ‘Oh, yeah. How 
about Aspire credit card? This 
card. This card. This card. Your 
car payment. What about F. 1. 
and C.?' I said, ‘You stole a mil¬ 
lion dollars.' He said, ‘Lake, it 
wasn't that much.' I said. Where 
is my money? Where is it?' I 
know he didn't reali 2 e it was 
that much money. He said, ‘I 
don't have it. I gambled it all.' " 

Lake called Mondello for 
help. Mondello has 25 horses 
with Lake, who was the best 
man at Mondello's wedding. 
They went to the Breeders' 
Cup with True to Tradition, 
a horse Mondello claimed in 
New York. 

Lake owed one feed com¬ 
pany more than $300,000; 
he owed the IRS more than 
$1 million. The government 
wanted $400,000 right away. 
Vendors were circling. 

Mondello helped Lake try 
and cUmb back to solvency, but 
ultimately he declared bank¬ 
ruptcy. 

“It's something I never 
dreamed Fd have to do; it's 
something I fought not to do," 
Lake said. “It was sliding down 
the hill and I couldn't get it 
stopped; it was the only way 
out. I'm sick over it. Brandt's 
Mill—I've been doing business 
with him for 25 years. Back 
when I was a groom with one 


horse, I was using his feed. I 
hate to put him in that position. 
It's something I had to do." 

Mondello waded into the 
morass and has slowly tried to 


make sense of a business that 
had gone completely off the 
tracks. 

“Scott wants to train horses 
and be with his family; he 
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doesn’t want to be bothered 
with book work,” Mondello 
said. “Scott doesn’t like con¬ 
frontation. When people don’t 
pay him, he won’t call up and 
say, ‘Listen, you haven’t paid 
me for three months.’ But that’s 
Scott. Give him a bed in the 
shedrow and he’s fine; he 
doesn’t need anything above 
that. I’m trying to get him to 
train for 10 to 15 owners, good 
owners who play the game 
right, pay on time and for him 
to get another 10 of his own 
horses. He needs to slow down 
and not be concerned with 
going after Steve Asmussen 
every year. If he does that, he’ll 
be okay; he’ll be out of this 
mess in three years.” 

Lake admits he was at 
fault—for allowing it to hap¬ 
pen, for not paying more atten¬ 
tion to the business side of 
his operation, for hiring a pay¬ 
roll company that cut checks 
issued by the accountant with¬ 
out any oversight from Lake. 
Back to that 287 number—you 
can’t train 287 horses and man¬ 
age your ledger at the same 


time. Well, you can. You just 
need to police who’s minding 
the books. Lake says he’s got 
at least $400,000 “out on the 
streets” from owners he knows 
will never pay him. Mondello 
says it’s way more than that. 

Lake got caught up in the fast 
lane of chasing winners, train¬ 
ing multiple operations, chasing 
Asmussen, jugghng horses, 
help and owners. He was bilhng 
a million dollars a month, had a 
payroll of $100,000 a week, took 
horses on deals, bought and 
lost horses before he could even 
send an invoice. His own stable. 
Home Team Stable, amassed 
$1.3 million in purses one year. 
Most of it went to cover for 
owners who cut and run. 

“I’m not a genius; I only 
know one thing. I know how 
to train horses,” Lake said. 
“It’s been a struggle. There are 
mornings when I get up and 
don’t want to do this.” 

Mondello has taken over the 
operation of the operation. He 
calls owners who don’t pay by 
the 20th of the month and tells 
them their horses are being 


taken out of training and going 
to half rations if they don’t pay 
their bill. 

“Ben Mondello has busted 
his ass for peanuts, helping me 
get out of this mess,” Lake 
said. “I owe the guy my life.” 

Mondello considers it pay¬ 
back. Mondello’s first trainer 
told him to build a stall in the 
back of his house for the horse 
he owned; he’d never make 
it. He called Richard Du trow 
and Lake to change trainers. 
Dutrow never called him back. 
Lake took the “house” horse 
and earned more than $100,000 
with him. Mondello has been 
on a roll ever since, claiming 
success stories hke Spooky 
Mulder, The Smdent and True 
to Tradition. 

“I’ve done nothing but good 
since I started with him; I had 
literally never picked up a check 
before I went with Scott,” 
Mondello, 36, said. “He’s hon¬ 
est, and that’s half the battle in 
this game. His main objective is 
to win; he’s not keeping a horse 
for the day rate. I wouldn’t go 
anywhere else. If he goes out 


of the game, I go out of the 
game.” 

By the end of the morn¬ 
ing, Lake gingerly re-crosses 
the ice and snow, bracing on a 
knee that needs replacing-too 
much basketball-and looking 
forward and behind all at the 
same time. 

“It was much simpler when 
I was at Penn-I had no wor¬ 
ries. But it’s been an amazing 
journey the last 10 years,” Lake 
said. “I’ve gotten to do things 
I never dreamed of doing. Go 
to Dubai. Run in the Breeders’ 
Cup. Win graded stakes. I never 
heard of graded stakes when I 
was at Penn National. I met Jen 
through it. I have three great 
children.” 

Then he stops, needing to 
drive home one more point. 

‘Wou know what I love 
about this game,” Lake said. 
“As long as you get up in the 
morning, you’ve got a shot, 
you’ve got a chance.” 

Lake walks into his barn and 
yells to McMahon. 

“Got a stall hst? Let’s look at 
these horses.” ^

NORTHERN 
STATION MAKES 
REWARDING 
STOP AT 
LAUREL PARK

T ommy Town Thorough¬ 
breds LLC’s Northern 
Station, sold for $200,000 
at the 2007 Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
lantic sale of 2-year-olds in 
training at Timonium, took 
to the stage in Maryland once 
again for the $50,000 Nellie 
Morse Stakes on January 23. 

Penn National-based trainer 
Todd Beattie, who unveiled the 
daughter of Street Cry (Ire) for 
her Maryland debut in her pre¬ 
vious start two weeks earher, 
which resulted in a four-length 
allowance romp going one mile, 
watched as Northern Station 
staved off favorite Weathered 
to earn her first stakes score. 

Sent off as the second 
choice in the one-mile con¬ 
test, Northern Station chased 
Weathered until the head of 
the stretch, blew past her and 
then had to weather the resur¬ 
gent 11-time winner. Clinton 
Potts guided the 5-year-old 
mare, who completed the dis¬ 
tance in 1:36.20. 

Claimed for $12,500 last 
August at the Sonoma County 
Fair in Santa Rosa, Cahf, 
Northern Station came to the 
East Coast last fall and immedi¬ 
ately reaped dividends at Penn 
National, winning twice in 
three starts, aU allowance races, 
before venturing to Laurel. 

‘‘She jumped right into 
form and has been easy to 
train,” said Beattie, who condi¬ 
tions about seven horses for 
the Cahfornia-based Tommy 
Town Thoroughbreds. “They 
didn’t really know a lot about 
her. She’s one of those horses 
that’s better off the synthetics, 
and she’s definitely better on

the dirt; she’s really coming to 
herself She’s gotten better and 
better; I think she has a chance 
to reaUy go somewhere.” 

In her eight starts since the 
claim. Northern Station has 
amassed $113,940. She has 
lifetime earnings of $181,680 
from 22 starts. 

In recent years, Beattie has 
traveled the country with ace 
sprinter Fabulous Strike, owned 
and bred by Walter Downey. 
The millionaire is expected to 
be back for the spring with a 
goal of the Breeders’ Cup on 
the traditional dirt at Churchill 
Downs. 

“He’s doing really good; he’s 
in Ocala for some R and R,” 
Beattie said. “We wanted to 
avoid the winter tracks.” 

Repole Stable’s Digger did 
exactiy what he was meant 


to do when winning the Fire 
Plug Stakes on January 16. 
Sent off the 1.80-1 second 
choice, the 6-year-old geld¬ 
ing led by a length down the 
backside and easily increased 
it to three and three-quarters 
lengths at the wire. He topped 
a Maryland-bred trifecta with 
Celtic Innis and MaHbu Kid, a 
neck back in third. Trained by 
Bruce Brown, Digger earned 
his fifth career stakes win to 
go along with the Gravesend 
and Jennings Handicaps, and 
Northern Dancer and Deputed 
Testamony Stakes. 

Digger and jockey Mike 
Lu 22 i completed the six fur¬ 
longs in a stakes record 1:09.13. 
Scott Lake claimed Digger for 
$50,000 last summer at Belmont 
Park, and Repole moved him to 
Brown in October. Digger is 


now 6-for-ll with 10 on-the- 
board finishes at Laurel. 

Digger increased his career 
earnings to $455,278. Runner- 
up Celtic Innis continued his 
stellar career, hitting the board 
for the 31st time in 41 starts. 
The Murmur Farm homebred 
won or placed in three stakes at 
3, five stakes at 4, one stakes at 
5, four stakes at 6, four stakes 
at 7 and now one at the age 
of 8. The Tim Keefe trainee, 
who was off for nearly a year 
between his 5 and 6-year-old 
seasons, has earned $619,258. 

Trainer Chris Grove roared 
into 2010, winning two stakes in 
seven days. Our Chelsea Stable’s 
Greenspring took the Native 
Dancer Stakes on January 2, 
while William Harris’s Sweet 
Goodbye took down the What 
a Summer Stakes on January 9. 

Greenspring rebounded 
from a tough defeat in the Fall 
Highweight Handleap-G3 at 
Aqueduct, in which he was sec¬ 
ond, to sweep an easy victory in 
the $50,000 Native Dancer. 

_ Jeremy Rose guided the 
g 5-year-old son of Orientate to 
I the win over Encaustic and Ah 
Day. The latter earned $7,700 
for owner/breeder/trainer 
King Leatherbury, raising his 
total earnings to $872,774,25th 
among Maryland-breds. 

Greenspring, a grandson of 
miUion-dollar earner Top Cor¬ 
sage (by Topsider) bred in Ken¬ 
tucky by Formal Gold LLC 
Partnership, was purchased 
by Our Chelsea Stable for 
$85,000 at the 2006 Keeneland 
September Yearhng sale. He 
bucked shins at 2 and bowed a 
tendon at 3. Grove suggested 
stem cell treatment for the ten¬ 
don, and he came to Grove 
as an unraced 4-year-old. That 
didn’t last long; he won a four 
and a half-furlong maiden 
special weight in his debut at 
Charles Town last summer. 

“I didn’t want to throw him 
to the wolves somewhere else,” 
Grove said. “He won and con¬ 
firmed everything that I was 
hoping. They thought a lot of 
him; he’s a race horse. I’ve

never had one problem with 
horses after the stem cell; IVe 
had three win stakes. I never 
look at his tendon now; once 
you do the stem cell you never 
have to worry about it.” 

Greenspring took his next 
two starts, allowance races at 
Delaware Park, before tasting 
defeat for the first time in a 
Meadowlands allowance won by 
Who’s the Cowboy. He remrned 
to win a tough three-other-than 
allowance at Laurel before tak¬ 
ing on stakes foes for the first 
time in the FaU Highweight on 
Thanksgiving Day. He ran hard 
that day, beaten a half length by 
Cherokee Country. Grove gave 
him plenty of time to recover 
and he responded with a six- 
length score. 

Grove shortened up Sweet 
Goodbye to six furlongs in the 
What a Summer Stakes and 
the 5-year-old Maryland-bred 
added her eighth career vic¬ 
tory and fifth stakes win. Sent 
off fifth choice in the field of 
seven, the daughter of Louis 
Quator 2 e sat just off the pace, 
reached the lead in midstretch, 
and then turned away runner- 
up Roy ale Michele. Cuvee 
Uncorked finished third. J.D 
Acosta rode Sweet Goodbye, 
who completed the six-furlong 
feature in 1:11.02. 

‘As a 3-year-old, she showed 
a lot of potential, but when she 
came back as a 4-year-old, she 
was just go, go, go; I couldn’t 
get her to relax,” Grove said. 
“She’s quick but not six-furlong 
quick and this worked well; she 
got some dirt kicked in her face 
and that should help her relax 
in her next race. She’s cut out to 
be a really nice horse —she’s out 
of Mr. Harris’s good brood¬ 
mare Thirty Eight Steps.” 

Sweet Goodbye has big 
shoes to fill. Grove trained 
Silmaril, who won the What 
a Summer Stakes in 2007 and 
2008 and finished her career 
with 12 stakes victories for 
$1,032,973. He also trained 
Lexi Star, who won $605,424. 

“As soon as she won the 
[2008] Maryland Million [Oaks],

everybody wants to know, ‘How 
good is she, Chris?’ I had aspi¬ 
rations of her being as good as 
Silmaril; I want Mr. Harris to 
have that kind of filly. I unfairly 
compared her to Silmaril early, 
but she’s probably closer to a 
Lexi.” 

Silmaril and Lexi Star were 
retired in 2008, and Sweet 
Goodbye’s multiple stakes-win- 
ning half-brother Five Steps 
died following surgery that 
same year. 

“To have three stakes horses 
leave the barn—I knew we were 
in trouble,” Grove said. “But 
we won four stakes last year, 
and horses hke Greenspring 
have taken their spots. To have 
a second wave of runners come 
along makes you feel good.” 

Eight-year-old Eddie C. 
contributed another win to 


Grove’s prolific month when 
taking a tough optional claimer 
on January 28. Owned and bred 
by Bruce Levy, Eddie C. scored 
by eight lengths. It was win 
number 12 for the hard-hitting 
gelding who set a track record 
in the process. He completed 
the distance of about a mile 
and a sixteenth in 1:43.06. 

“He’s awesome; he’s one 
of those horses who you’d 
take home and let hve in your 
house,” Grove said. “He’d sit 
on your couch, drink beer and 
eat Doritos.” 

Richard Golden’s homebred 
Love’s Brush rebounded from 
a road trip to Aqueduct where 
she finished fourth in the Snit 
Stakes to win a tough allowance 
race on January 18. The daugh¬ 
ter of Not Eor Love rolled 
to a five-length victory over 


Me Love on a muddy track. 

I Trained by Rodney Jenkins, the 
Maryland-bred won for the third 
time in her nine-race career. 

She owns wins on the turf, 
the mud and the slop, including 
a victory over Sweet Goodbye 
in the All Brandy Stakes this 
past November. 

Love’s Brush was slow to 
get rolling, losing her first three 
starts in a career launched in 
September 2008. 

She broke through with a 
mrf score at Colonial Downs 
last summer and has been a 
model of consistency since. 
Switched back to the dirt, she 
posted a tough third in the 
Maryland Million Oaks and a 
rallying second in the Twixt 
last October. She won her next 
start, the All Brandy, before 
taking on New York foes in 
the Snit. 

Three horses. Three owners. 
Three jockeys. Three winners. 
One trainer: Damon Dilodo- 
vico. 

Dilodovico sent out three 
_ horses on January 22 and came 
g away with three wins. He sad- 
I died the winners of the second, 
third and fifth races on the 
eight-race card. 

“We don’t usually run three 
in a day. We started in August 
of 1990, so just under 20 years, 
it took us a while to do it,” said 
Dilodovico of his first triple. 
“I Hked them aU, but I didn’t 
really think it would be our first 
three-bagger.” 

Black and Tan Stable’s Baby 
On the Go started things off 
with an easy win, then Robert 
Cole’s Joie De Vie made it two, 
and Mark Lapidus’s Let Me Be 
Frank wired the field for num¬ 
ber three. The first two ran for 
a $4,500 tag; Let Me Be Frank 
was in for $5,000. From 1:09 to 
2:35 in the afternoon, Dilodo- 
vico’s horses earned $17,100. 

Dilodovico took over the 
training of Baby On the Go 
late last year and collected his 
second win from the 6-year-old 
daughter of Allen’s Prospect. 

She won for the 11th time in 
her career. Joie De Vie recently 
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moved to Dilodovico's stable 
as well; she earned her fifth 
career victory. 

And then there’s the remark¬ 
able Let Me Be Frank. The 
8-year-old son of Awad won 
his 18th career race and third 
in a row. The Maryland-bred 
earned $84,270 in 2008, taking 
the Maryland Million Starter 
Handicap by 10 lengths as well 
as the Deputed Testamony 
Starter Handicap in dominating 
fashion on Preakness Day. He 
closed out 2009 with two front¬ 
running victories and wired six 
foes in his 2010 debut-his 96th 
career start, which boosted his 
career earnings to $210,062. 

‘‘I was most excited about 
Baby; I was the least confident 


with Joie, and Frankie-he just 
runs,” Dilodovico said. ‘‘Mark 
deserves all the credit for him. 
He had run a lot for the people 
before us; we haven’t run him 
that much since we’ve had him 
and he’s responded to that. 
Mark’s very patient with us. If 
we don’t feel like the horse is 
right, he doesn’t make us run, 
and Frankie’s responded.” 

Dilodovico, who works 
a side job doing production 
with International Sound at 
the Maryland tracks, began the 
new year with seven wins from 

22 starts. With the help of 
Mike Gerahs, Dilodovico trains 

23 horses at Bowie Training 
Center. 


“We both worked for Dale 
Capuano and we decided to 
do our own thing,” Dilodovico 
said. “We’ve been doing it 
together for almost 20 years. 
We always thought two heads 
were better than one, and we’ve 
done well. Our goal is to keep 
our winning percentage up.” 

John Salzman Jr. enjoyed 
a stellar opening month at 
Laurel, winning six of his first 
13 starts. Gator Prowl contrib¬ 
uted two victories in 16 days, 
winning two optional claimers, 
both times in for a claiming 
price of $40,000. Owned by 
Salzman and Danny Diwer, 
the 3-year-old Florida-bred 
daughter of Roar of the Tiger 
has failed twice in stakes but 


sports a gaudy four wins from 
five starts when running in 
conditioned races. 

Purchased for $7,000 as a 
yearhng at Timonium, Gator 
Prowl won her debut in April 
2009 at Laurel by 1 HA lengths. 
Sent to Churchill Downs for 
the Kentucky Juvenile-G3 
against the boys, she finished 
fifth of nine. 

Freshened, she won an 
allowance race at Timonium, 
then failed against stakes fil- 
hes at Finger Lakes in October 
and allowance foes at Charles 
Town. Freshened again, she 
pushed her career bankroll to 
$70,500 with her two January 
scores. W 



POOVEY 
CONTINUES UP 
THE LADDER AT 
PHILADELPHIA 
PARK

F rom a humble beginning in 
claiming contests. Repole 
Stable’s Poovey has steadi¬ 
ly stepped up her game in four 
seasons of racing, culminating 
in a resounding victory in the 
$75,000 Sleigh Ride Stakes on 
January 4. 

The 5-year-old daughter of 
Graeme HaU shipped to Phila¬ 
delphia Park from her trainer 
Bruce Levine’s New York base 
to take the mile and 70-yard 
Sleigh Ride by one and a half 
lengths over Our Khrysty, 
with Marija’s Wish third. She 
was timed in 1:42.06 over the 
fast track after leading gate- 
to-wire under jockey Kendrick 
Carmouche. 

It was the first stakes win 
for Poovey from 25 starts. She 
began her career at Calder, 
breaking her maiden for a 


$16,000 tag in June 2007, and 
then competing in mid-price 
claimers for the next year. 
Eventually, she was haltered by 
Repole Stable for $20,000 at 
Gulfstream Park in February 
2008. 

After the claim, she became 
a sohd allowance competitor, 
prompting Levine to take a 
chance against seven other 
rivals in the midweek Sleigh 
Ride, her stakes debut. 


“She really ran good, and 
she’s just a really nice filly who 
gives you 100 percent every 
time,” said Levine. “She’s a very 
competitive filly, and you can 
see that from her race record. 
She’s really game on the lead, 
but she also can sit off of it.” 

The Sleigh Ride score was 
worth $43,100 to Poovey’s 
connections, and increased her 
lifetime earnings to $267,912. 
She has logged 11 wins, fin¬ 


ished second five times and 
third twice. 

Bred in Florida by Eugene 
Melnyk, Poovey sold for $7,000 
at the 2006 Ocala Breeders’ 
Sales Company August year¬ 
hng sale; she is the only foal 
to win from her dam, Dehrio, 
a stakes-winning daughter of 
Joke’s Halo. 

Off to a hot start in 2010 
is trainer Donald White, who 
saddled back-to-back winners 
on January 25 and 26. 

White is coming off an 
excellent year in 2009, in which 
he finished with an in-the- 
money rate of 30 percent, win¬ 
ning or placing with 63 of 212 
starters. 

On January 25, White won 
a maiden claimer with front- 
running 4-year-old filly Marco’s 
Red Rose, owned and bred by 
his wife, Jane. 

On January 26, he saddled 
Our Sugar Bear Stable’s Long 
Island Louie to a gate-to-wire 
score in a maiden claiming 
race. 

On January 9, White sad¬ 
dled Marshall K. Gramm’s In 
the Woods to a two and three- 
quarter-length score in a six 
and a half-furlong contest.

She 
found the winner’s circle one 
month later, on September 
30, and then wasn’t seen again 
until December 9, when she 
returned with a third-place fin¬ 
ish in an allowance. 

Out of the Chief’s Crown 
mare Princess Par, Bellflower 
is a half-sister to graded stakes- 
placed Crown Prince. She has 
earned $52,760 for Coulter, 
who with his wife, Susan, owns 
Coulter and Associates, an 
insurance comphance consult¬ 
ing firm in Princeton, N.J. 

The Coulters have about 14 
broodmares, and last year built 
their own farm in York Springs 
(Adams County), Pa. 

Michael Gill, the nation’s 
leading owner by wins in 2009, 
was at the center of a firestorm 
at Penn National after his 
8-year-old gelding Laughing 
Moon broke down past the 
wire in the fifth race on January 
23—becoming the sixth Gill 
runner to suffer a catastrophic 
breakdown at this track since 
October 1. 

After that incident in the 
allowance race in which Laugh¬ 
ing Moon finished third, jock¬ 
eys refused to ride in any race 
in which a GiU horse was run¬ 
ning. 

Penn National management 
declined to accept entries for 
GiU horses during the last week 
in January. It did begin accept¬ 
ing them commencing with the 
card of February 3, but Penn 


National jockeys elected not to 
be named on any of them. 

On February 2, the Penn¬ 
sylvania State Horse Racing 
Commission spoke with GiU, 
asking him if he intended to 
scratch his horses entered for 
February 3. When GUI said he 
intended to race, the commis¬ 
sion issued an ejection notice 
about an hour later, citing 
information gathered from 
Penn National jockeys and the 
Pennsylvania HBPA. The com¬ 
mission did not, however, take 
away GUI’s owner’s hcense in 
Pennsylvania, making him stiU 
eUgible to race at PhUadelphia 
Park. 

A New Hampshire-based 
mortgage broker, GiU has 49 
stalls at Penn National and 
maintains Elk Creek Ranch, a 
training and stabUng center in 
Oxford, Pa. 

GiU has announced plans to 
disperse his stable and leave the 
sport, stating he did “not have 
the taste to do this anymore,” 
and citing death threats against 
him as one of the reasons. 

In her first career start on 
January 16, Moonlight Missy 
broke her maiden whUe per¬ 
forming hke a seasoned vet¬ 
eran. The Pennsylvania-bred 
3-year-old daughter of MaUbu 
Moon broke sharply, contend¬ 
ed three-wide until midway on 
the turn, and then drew off in 
deep stretch to win the maiden 
special weight for state-breds 
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by nearly two lengths under 
jockey Julian Pimentel. 

The Michael Trombetta 
trainee covered the six furlongs 
in 1:12.69 and earned a payday 
of $15,000. 

A homebred for Thomas 
G. McClay, Harry C. Nye and 
Dr. Renee Nodine's Horse 
Shoe Valley Equine, Moonlight 
Missy is out of stakes winner 
Merryland Missy. 

Nodine, an equine veteri¬ 
narian, purchased Merryland 
Missy from the consignment 
of Country Life Farm, agent, 
at the 2006 Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
Ian tic December Mixed Sale for 
$41,000, with Moonlight Missy 
in utero. 

A daughter of Country Life 
stallion Citidancer, Merryland 
Missy captured the Maryland 
Million Distaff Handicap and 
earned $138,670 during her 
career. 


Merryland Missy’s first foal, 
the Malibu Moon colt Essence- 
ofthemoon, won the $100,000 
Charles Town Juvenile Stakes 
and placed third in the Tremont 
and Ohver’s Twist Stakes at 2. 
StiU in training, the now 4-year- 
old has amassed $181,517. 

Nodine described Merry¬ 
land Missy as ‘Very kind and 
sweet.” 

Moonlight Missy was foaled 
in May 2007, at Nodine’s farm 
near Annville, Pa. She remem¬ 
bers the filly as being as pleas¬ 
ant-tempered as her dam. 

“One thing that her trainer 
[Trombetta] has said is that 
she’s very fast from the gate,” 
said Nodine. “When she was 
younger and on the farm, one 
thing I recall is that she was 
also quick, especially if some¬ 
thing spooked her.” 

Nodine, who often partners 
with McClay and Nye in breed¬ 


ing ventures, said Merryland 
Missy is currently in foal to 
More Smoke, who stands at 
Dr. William Solomon’s Pin Oak 
Lane Farm in New Freedom, 
Pa. 

More Smoke, a son of 
Smoke Glacken, was cam¬ 
paigned throughout his racing 
career by McClay and Nye, and 
won three stakes, including 
Keeneland’s Lafayette S takes- 
G3. 

Nodine’s farm, which 
encompasses 46 acres, is home 
to only a few broodmares, and 
market conditions will deter¬ 
mine whether the resulting 
foals are sold or raced. 

“We’re flexible,” she said. 
“We first and foremost try to 
do what’s right by the horse.”

System, a daughter of Lion 
Hearted—Risk Aversion, by

Grindstone, whom Nodine sold 
to McClay and Nye. Control 
System earned $368,844 while 
winning three stakes, includ¬ 
ing the Cicada Stakes-G3 at 
Aqueduct, and placing in four 
others. 

A successful rider no matter 
where he’s competed, Dana 
Whitney shifted his tack to 
Penn National on a full-time 
basis in October 2009, and 
began winning with regularity. 

Despite his late arrival in 
the Penn National jockeys’ 
colony, Whimey ended 2009 as 
the fourth-leading rider in the 
standings. He completed the 
year with an overall record of 
148 wins from 942 starts. 

Whimey hit a small speed 
bump on January 13 when he 
was injured during a spill at 
Penn National, but he returned 
to action almost immediately. 

“Pm ecstatic to be here at 
Penn National, and very excit¬ 
ed about the upcoming year,” 
he said. 

Whitney, a native of 
Angeles City in the Phillipines, 
was adopted by an American 
Air Force officer who was 
transferred to an air base in 
Jacksonville, Ark., where Whit¬ 
ney grew up. 

His path to the race track 
began, oddly enough, when he 
was managing a clothing store 
in a Lithe Rock, Ark., shopping 
mall, where his small stature 
got the attention of the wife 
of trainer Billy Davis. Under 
the Davis family guidance, 
Whimey learned to ride and, 
as an apprentice in 1995 and 
1996, won more than 100 races, 
including the bug boy champi¬ 
onship at Louisiana Downs. 

Evenmally, Whimey found 
his way to Mountaineer Park, 
riding many horses for leading 
trainer Dale Baird, for whom 
he “won so many races that I 
lost count,” said Whimey. 

Whimey shifted his focus 
to Presque Isle Downs last sea¬ 
son, but with an eye on the 
ever-increasing purses at Penn 
National.

HOMEBREDS 
PUT CYNDY 
O’BANNON ON 
FREQUENT TREK 
TO WINNER’S 
CIRCLE AT 
CHARLES TOWN

C yndy O’Bannon is like 
almost any trainer at 
Charles Town. The bru¬ 
tally cold days of January can 
set her to dreaming about 
the sunny tracks in Florida or 
just thinking about taking an 
extended break from the duties 
of maintaining a fleet of run¬ 
ners in peak condition. 

Add in the constant worry 
and around-the-clock care 
required by a slew of mares in 
foal at Beau Ridge Farm in 
Kearneysville—the facility she 
co-owns with longtime partner 
John McKee—and ifs under¬ 
standable that O'Bannon might 
have a bit of snowbird syn¬ 
drome. 

But those thoughts pass 
quickly, especially when O’Ban- 
non’s entries are winning with 
regularity. O’BannoAs horses 
did just that in January, as her 
starters finished in the money 
10 times out of 16 races and 
posted five victories in that 
span. 

The most pleasant win 
might have been delivered by 
the homebred 3-year-old colt 
Mr. Del Sur, who won a four 
and a half-furlong maiden spe¬ 
cial weight on January 10. A 


son of Robb out of Estrella 
Del Sur, by Southern Halo, the 
West Virginia-bred wasn’t high 
on O’Bannon’s list of hopefuls 
until recently. That had more to 
do with a sibling than the dark 
bay colt, however. 

“I had his half-brother, 
and he couldn’t outrun me,” 
O’Bannon said. “[Mr. Del Sur] 
was one of those later horses; 
he just jumped up and started 
running a little bit. It’s nice 
to get those surprises some¬ 
times.” 

Another scored a win for 
O’Bannon on January 13, 
when the Endeavouring filly 
Crusader’s Angel, bred in 
McKee’s name, surprised a 
solid field in an allowance at 
six and a half furlongs. Sent 
off at 25-1 odds, the 3-year-old 
out of Prima Facia (by Con¬ 
quistador Cielo) earned a three- 
quarter-length win under jock¬ 
ey Fredy Peltroche in 1:22.42 
over a fast track. West Virginia 
Futurity division winner I Got a 
Answer, owned by John Casey, 
was among the beaten in the 
10-horse field. 

On January 20, O’Bannon’s 
homebred I’mthesouthsgold 
(C as tine—Dhuhook, by Dixie¬ 
land Band) posted a two and 
a half-length win in 1:21.08 
over six and a half furlongs 
in a maiden claiming race for 
3-year-old West Virginia-breds. 
The gelding had a 1>16,000 
claiming price, but there were 
no takers. 

Another Castine son, the 
5-year-old Deepinmypockets, 
put O’Bannon in the winner’s 
circle again a day later. Favored 
in a modest claiming race, 
Deepinmypockets earned a two 
and a half-length win on a 
muddy track in the one and 


one-eighth-mile race for own¬ 
er/breeder Tamera L. Bass. 

“I had a good month,” 
O’Bannon allowed. 

O’Bannon, who generally 
has about 20 horses in training, 
doesn’t adhere to the notion 
of selective layoffs during the 
cold months. While some own¬ 
ers and trainers are tempted 
to hold back their top run¬ 
ners until the spring, O’Bannon 
thinks the track is vital to her 
horses’ well-being. 

“I let the horses dictate to 
me when they need a little time 
off,” O’Bannon said. “If one 
backs off a little bit or turns 
sour, rU back them out. A lot 
of horses you can turn out, but 
some you can’t.” 

Like O’Bannon, longtime 
leading Charles Town trainer 
Ronney Brown doesn’t shy 
away from the challenge that 
cold weather brings. Brown, 
who keeps about 50 horses 
in training year-round, has the 
final say from his owners about 
whether or not to run on any 
given night. 

“If the track comes out not 
to our liking, we won’t run a 
horse,” Brown said. “If a horse 
is healthy, we’ve got to try and 
get them out there. It’s aU based 
on performance.” 

Brown’s finishes proved he 
knows how to read the track 
and his horses, as his entries 
finished in the money 22 times 
(nine wins) in 50 starts during 
January. Among those winners 
was the Kentucky-bred gelding 
Templar’s Cup, an 18-1 long- 
shot who bested a six-horse 
field in an optional claimer on 
January 20. The 7-year-old son 
of Devil Pfis Due was up in 
time to win the mile and a six¬ 
teenth race by a nose. 


A durable gelding who made 
his way to Brown’s barn late in 
2009 after a career that has 
seen him start at a total of 15 
different tracks. Templar’s Cup 
got his 11 th win from 56 starts, 
and his first at Charles Town, 
and has now earned $240,531. 
Owner James Gilliam claimed 
the gray gelding for $16,000 in 
May 2009 at Churchill Downs. 

This winter, Charles Town 
welcomed its annual migra¬ 
tion of horses and trainers 
from tracks farther north, with 
a steady influx of Canadian- 
based runners joining a si 2 able 
contingent from Mountaineer 
Park, aU looking for a place to 
keep in competition. 

Not that live racing at 
Charles Town is a sure thing in 
the winter. Persistent snowfall 
wiped out two entire racing 
cards and all but one race on 
another night, leaving plenty of 
frustration in its wake. 

“It’s tough. That’s all I can 
say,” Brown said. “Guys don’t 
get to run; it makes it hard for 
them to pay [their bills]. It’s not 
their fault; it’s not my fault. It’s 
just part of it.” 

While many of last season’s 
top horses did not emerge 
from the barn, one well-known 
sprinter ventured out to begin 
his 4-year-old campaign. Nay’s 
Tap, winner of last year’s four 
and a half-furlong West Virginia 
“Dash for Cash” Breeders 
Classic, got 2010 off to a stellar 
start with a two and a quarter- 
length win in a six and a half- 
furlong test on January 15. 

Nay’s Tap handled the addi¬ 
tional two furlongs with no 
problem, winning in 1:19.82 
on a fast track. Regular jock¬ 
ey Mathew McGowan rode 
the bay gelding to victory for 
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Half-brother to millionaire 
CHAMPALI (multiple graded 
winner) and DREXEL MONORAIL 
($269,145). Out of a winning 
daughter of DIXIELAND BAND, 
half-sister to REACTRESS, 
Oakworth, and to the dam of 
SHEMOZZLE (Ire).

Jockey Rodney 
Soodeen brought Litde Cat B 
to the winner's circle for owner 
Rose Marie Bogley and trainer 
Timothy White. 

Jockey Gerald Almodovar 
added to his impressive month 
(13 wins in 76 starts) with a half- 
length victory aboard Speedy 
Sammy in a four and a half¬ 
furlong allowance on January 9. 
Battling eight rivals, the Kevin 
Joy-trained 4-year-old joined 
the leaders by the quarter-mile 
mark, challenged frontrunner 
Red Alert Diamond heading 
into the stretch, and dug in to 
puU past for the winin:53.10 for 
owner Wags Nags LLC.

Having last run at 
Laurel Park in November, the 
West Virginia-bred Plantation- 
a 3-year-old son of Taylor 
Mountain Farm stallion Lufti- 
kus—easily handled the field 
for a four-length victory in 
1:20.82 under jockey Travis 
Dunkelberger for trainer 
Rodney Jenkins. 

Anodier West Virginia-bred 
earned an allowance win on 
January 20 when 5-year-old 
Smile Samantha came through 
as a 17-1 longshot under jockey 
Alcibiades Corte 2 . 

Running fifth at the half- 
mile mark in the seven-furlong 
race for fillies and mares.

Harry Painter trains Smile

The many roles of 
Hal C.B. Clagett 

by Vinnie Perrone 


I n the year 2000, on a bright 
October day that clung to 
summer, Hal C.B. Clagett Jr. 
offered Shakespeare’s plain¬ 
tive Macbeth in explaining his 
cancer surgery, the one during 
which he awoke. 

Life's hut a walking shadow^ 
a poor player who struts 
and frets his hour upon the 
stage, and then is heard no 
more. .. 

Melanoma had found the 
inside corner of his right eye, 
and doctors had spoken omi¬ 
nously of the upshot. Subcutan¬ 
eous cancer toward the nose 
could be remedied, they’d told 
him; behind the eye could not. 
Exploratory surgery would tell. 

Hal had decided that, at 82, 
he would keep the eye and 
take what followed. Well into 
the operation, he said he felt 
the piercing scalpel, heard the 
voices. 

“The anesthesia was wear¬ 
ing out. I thought to holler 
uncle, but the doctor was so 
concentrated, and I could tell 
she was working toward the 
nose. I held on long enough to 
hear her say, d’ve got it.’” 

The sunlit moment there 
beyond the horse paddocks at 
Roedown farm in D avids onville, 
Md., revealed Hal’s many facets: 
eloquence, breadth, courage, 
poise, tenacity and, in this mea¬ 


sure, humility. Heard no more? 
Clagett bloodlines, equine and 
human, and his bold strokes of 
legal authorship would ensure 
against it. 

The narrative of man is 
made more compelling by mor- 
tahty, Hal said that day, hav¬ 
ing turned back death another 
time. This past February 1, 
more than 10 years after his 
cancer dodge, his colorful story 
came to pass. He was 93. 

Hal was among the ninth 
generation of Clagetts born at 
Weston, an Upper Marlboro, 
Md., landmark built in 1670 by 
British sea captain Thomas 
Clagett, who’d received Chesa¬ 
peake Bay-area land grants for 
his loyalty to embattled King 
Charles II. In the shadowing 
three centuries, Weston would 
be burned and burned again by 
marauding British soldiers, 
bankrupted and left to the cus¬ 
tody of Napoleon descendant 
Jerome Bonaparte, reclaimed 
by the Clagetts and later denud¬ 
ed of its ample tobacco fields. 
Theretofore Weston’s cash 
crop, tobacco had grown far 
less profitable by the late 1940s, 
so Hal pared the plot to three 
acres and chose to raise some¬ 
thing else on the other 447. 

Horses. 

Henry Contee Bowie (Hal) 
Clagett - Princeton University 


and Georgetown law gradu¬ 
ate, World War II fighting ace, 
husband and father, courtly 
barrister, eager foxhunter and 
gentleman farmer-added to 
those Thoroughbred breeder, 
one thoroughly given to the 
cause. He aided dekvery of 
more than 500 foals (including 
the near-mythical Little Bold 
John) and, when technology 
allowed, equipped the foaling 
barn with a closed-circuit cam¬ 
era, cuing moonlit haste from 
his bedroom study. 

For all of his blunt prag¬ 
matism and patrician bearing, 
Hal couldn’t suppress working- 
class spunk. In his 20s, he flew 
48 fighter missions and logged 
5,250 first-pilot hours in the 
Southwest Pacific during World 
War II. In his 40s, he took on 
the Maryland racing establish¬ 
ment and authored legislation 
that created the Maryland-bred 
Fund and produced then-un¬ 
precedented financial benefits 
to state horse breeders. At 75, 
still practicing law, he would 
accept as payment jars of pre¬ 
serves from the less-endowed 
he represented. At 78, he mar¬ 
ried Jeanne Frederique van den 
BoschBegg-Janie, he called his 
third wife—and moved 12 miles 
to her 139-acre Roedown. At 
88, he would steer the hay baler 
and tractor. 


This insistent rig-driving 
worried Janie. With Hal’s histo¬ 
ry of heart problems, he could 
be somewhere in the distance, 
in medical need and out of 
reach. He refused a cell phone 
but offered this reassurance. 
If he should feel any pain, 
he would dismount and lie 10 
minutes on the ground. The 
land, he said, would replenish 
and sustain. 

It explained why, on that 
bright October day, he sought 
no conveyance for a tour of 
Roedown, only a wide-brim 
straw hat and a walking stick. 
Not any walking stick, of 
course, but a rough-cut shaft 
of white oak said to be two 
cenmries old. 

Along a footpath, past a 
pond with wild geese that Hal 
greeted in a surprisingly silly 
voice —“Hi, quack-quacks” — 
between pristine barns, the 
tight of his aims came gallop¬ 
ing toward him. “Power of 
Alden,” he said, puUing a sugar 
cube from the left pocket of his 
seersucker jacket. He scanned 
the tine of watchful brown fig¬ 
ures at the paddock fence tine, 
their ears twitching, tails flick¬ 
ing. “This is Legend Key. 
Alden’s Ambition, there you be. 
Run Equine Run. And that one 
there” - spoken they-ah - “is 
Snow Legend.” 

The names came easily, 
whatever the breed. Hal that 
day routinely cited his own 
bloodlines in compelling nar¬ 
rative, a pedigree traceable 16 
generations and bearing Mary¬ 
land Governor Robert Bowie, 
Supreme Court Chief Justice 
John Marshall and Star-Spangled 
Banner author Francis Scott 
Key. The list of notables, the 
vivid tales and the knack for 
which Clagetts and Bowies 
and Marburys inter-married 
explained why a Clagett cousin 
chronicling the genealogy had 
begun a fourth volume. 

“I’m related to myself 32 
different ways,” Hal said. 

His fascination for equine 
pedigree thus stood much less 
a mystery, especially given the 
racing benefits of Thorough- 
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bred inbreeding. Such was the 
plan in the spring of 1981, 
when Hal sought to exploit a 
nick by breeding Little Bold 
Sphinx, an unraced mare of 
his, to the then-unproven stal- 
Hon John Alden. 

On a frigid morning the 
following January, Little Bold 
Sphinx’s second foal arrived 
without comphcation. It was 
a colt, a large one given the 
dam’s compacmess. Hal typi¬ 
cally named his horses by draw¬ 
ing at least one word from the 
name of both sire and dam; in 
this case. Little Bold John. 

He smiled at the sweet 
memory, the biting irony. Little 
Bold John would become an 
icon of dauntlessness, winning 
an audacious 25 stakes and 
$1.95 million (although nearly 
all for a different owner). He 
would buck-kick the time-hon¬ 
ored tenets of Thoroughbred 
racing, making 105 starts and 
competing at age 10 for trainer 
Jerry Robb even after a section 
of injured leg bone had been 
removed. And he would never 
share his gifts. 

A young colt can be an 
incorrigible threat to human¬ 
kind, and Little Bold John rel¬ 
ished the role. Hal considered 
the colt’s unruhness and lack 
of estabhshed pedigree and 
reached the unavoidable con¬ 
clusion to geld him. 

“I have a picture in mind of 
Little Bold John down in the 
paddock there at Weston,” Hal 
said, “coming out of the stall, 
saddled up, and the third rider 
being put up on him, and the 
next thing, that third rider sail¬ 
ing through the air, hitting the 
ground, coming back and say¬ 
ing, ‘Mr. Clagett, until you geld 
that horse, I won’t ride him 
again.’ So we had to geld him. 

“I was deahng with the 
necessity and the practical¬ 
ity of getting him to the race 
track, getting him broken. He 
was a very, very intelligent but 
strong-minded individual.” 

The soliloquy said a lot about 
Hal’s ability to say a lot. A man 
of few words he wasn’t. 



Once, after Hal outdid 
himself in accepting a horse- 
breeding award, trainer Robb 
took the mike and said, “Now 
I know where Little Bold John 
gets his wind from.” 

If ever a racing Thorough¬ 
bred bore his breeder’s traits. 
Little Bold John did. He was 


rehable, determined, versatile, 
influential, resourceful, respect¬ 
ed, unyielding. 

In 1983, Little Bold John a 
yearhng, Hal suffered a heart 
attack. Ordered for quintuple 
bypass surgery the next day, 
he comphed after addressing 
a pending business matter. 


Despite qui 22 ical looks and 
spoken warnings from family 
members, Hal stopped to sell 
30,000 pounds of tobacco on 
his way to the hospital. 

Then, as always, Hal C.B. 
Clagett dehvered. ^

B Maryland trainer Barclay 
Tagg hit paydirt with a colt 
picked out of a Timonium 
2-year-old sale by his assistant, 
Robin Graham. Roo Art, pur¬ 
chased for $15,500 on behalf 
of first-time owners Bert and 
Barb Holleran of York, Pa., 
had won four of his first five 
starts, including two stakes, and 
was a potential candidate for 
the Kentucky Derby. 

‘‘He’s by far the best horse 
IVe ever had,” said Tagg, a for¬ 
mer professional steeplechase 
rider who sent out his first run¬ 
ner as a trainer in December 
1971 at Laurel. 

“Pm basically opposed to 
running in the Derby,” said 
Tagg. “But my owners are 
dying to go. They’re leaving the 
decision up to me. It will be a 
tough one to make.” 

Noting that he had searched 
all his life for a colt as good as 


Roo Art, Tagg was determined 
to get the best possible results. 

“He could make me a mil¬ 
lionaire,” said Tagg. “On the 
other hand, you never know 
what’s going to happen with a 
horse.” 

Roo Art, a son of Buckaroo, did 
not start in the Kentuc^ Derby, 
which was won by another son of 
Buckaroo, Spend a Buck. But Roo 
Art did become a multiple Grade 
1-winning millionaire for the 
Hollerans. However, most of Roo 
Arfs success came after he left Tagfs 
barn folbwing owner and trainer dis¬ 
agreements during the 1985 season. 

Tagg would send out his first 
Kentucky Derly starter in 2003, 
winning the classic with Funny 
Cide. 

B Candle Star, dam of Eclipse 
Award-winning sprinter Star de 
Naskra, produced her first foal 
in four years, a colt by Friend’s 
Choice, sire of Dave’s Friend, 
the only pure sprinter (at the 
time) to earn more than $1 
million. 

“I didn’t have any luck with 
her in Kentucky,” noted owner 


Carlyle (Jiggs) Lancaster. “So I 
brought her home to see what 
we could do with her here. 

“I picked Friend’s Choice 
because [owner] Bob Beall’s 
farm is only a half-hour away,” 
added Lancaster. “We both 
have the same vet. Dr. [John] 
Hayes, and besides. I’ve always 
admired Friend’s Choice.” 

The colt was born on Febru¬ 
ary 15, 10 years to the day after 
Candle Star foaled Star de 
Naskra. 

Candle Star's 1985 colt, named 
Star's Devil, won or placed in eight 
of 13 lifetime starts, earning 
$24,005. Candle Star, the dam of 
four stakes horses, produced two 
additional foals, her last in 1988. 
That filly by Irish Castle, named 
Miracle Star, is the dam of graded 
stakes winner Seek a Star. 

B An advertisement said it all: 
“Gone. .. sorry!” as Windfields 
Farm announced that seven of 
its stallions were booked fuU, 
including champion Deputy 
Minister, whose mates included 
Candle Star. And a $750,000 


no-guarantee stud fee didn’t 
deter breeders from sending 
mares to Northern Dancer. 

The seven comprised a who's who 
of leading sires, both regionally and 
nationally. The others were El Gran 
Senor, The Minstrel, Smarten, T. V. 
Commercial and Oh Say. 

B Anderson Fowler’s 4-year- 
old homebred La Reine Elaine 
got her first stakes win by tak¬ 
ing the Conniver Handicap for 
Maryland-bred fillies and mares 
at Laurel in an upset over 
Owned by All and Kattegat’s 
Pride. A third-generation 
homebred. La Reine Elaine (by 
Maryland sire King’s Bishop) 
was a full sister to stakes winner 
La Reine Rouge and stakes- 
placed La Reine Noir. 

The two stakes-winning fillies 
became stellar producers-Ea Reine 
Elaine as the dam of $804,591-earn¬ 
er Ea Reine's Terms, and Ea Reine 
Rouge becoming the dam or grand- 
dam of eight stakes winners, includ¬ 
ing Kentucky Derby-G1 winner 
Barbaro.

B The Thoroughbred Charities 
of America’s (TCA) 10th annu¬ 
al auction of stallion seasons 
and memorabilia was beheved 
to have broken all previous 
records for gross receipts for a 
Thoroughbred charitable event. 
Nearly $1 million was raised 
at the event staged at EUen 
and Herb Moehs’s CandyLand 
Farm in Middletown, Del., in 
conjunction with a first-ever 
“mirror” event hosted by 
ReRun in Lexington, Ky. 

The leading auction item 
was a stallion season to Grade 1 
winner Coronado’s Quest donat¬ 
ed by the syndicate, which sold 
for $125,000. Two antique 
chairs covered in needlepoint 
stitched by Allaire duPont sold 
for $10,000 each, with the buyer 
being Eh 2 abeth Moran. 

“Our purpose is simple,” 
said Moehs of the TCA. “We 
support voluntary organi 2 a- 


tions which help and rescue 
horses and people in the horse 
industry. This event shows, 
above all else, that our game 
has a heart.” 

B The dispersal of the late 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s horses, 
which consisted of three brood¬ 
mares, two yearlings and four 
horses of racing age, highlighted 
a strong Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
winter mixed sale in February, 
which saw the gross nearly 
double and average rise 55 per¬ 
cent over the previous year.

Six times since 1986, run¬ 
ners bred by Meyerhoff have 
earned honors as Maryland- 
bred Horse of the Year. 

The lineup begins with 
Broad Brush (1986 and '87) 


and continues with Valley 
Crossing (1993), Concern 
(1994), Include (2001) and now 
Richard's Kid (2009). 

Broad Brush, a multiple 
Grade 1 winner of $2.6 million 











































who ranked as the nation's 
leading sire in 1994, supplied 
the DNA strands that tie to¬ 
gether much of Meyerhoff's 
breeding success. Broad Brush 
is the sire of Concern and In¬ 
clude, and maternal grandsire 
of Richard's Kid. 

However, if anyone had 
suggested at the beginning of 
2009 that Richard's Kid would 
soon follow Broad Brush's 
sons onto the national stage, 
Meyerhoff might have gently 
scoffed at the idea. 

Meyerhoff named the son 
of Lemon Drop Kid for his 
longtime trainer, Richard W. 
Small, who developed most 
of Meyerhoff's top runners, 
including Broad Brush. But 
the name was not exactly a 
compliment. It was meant as 
a not-so-subtle reminder that 
Small-not Meyerhoff-had 
latched on to a female family 
that so far was not measuring 
up to the breeder's standards. 

It was Small who selected 
Richard's Kid's granddam at 
the 1988 Keeneland July Year¬ 
ling sale, where he and his 
boss went on a talent hunt for 
fillies who could prove them¬ 
selves on the race track before 
mating with Meyerhoff's big 
horse who had just entered 
stud at Gainesway in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Meyerhoff had already 
identified a potential nick 
between Broad Brush and 
daughters of Private Account. 

"There were only two Pri¬ 
vate Account fillies in the 
sale," Small has recalled. "Mr. 
Meyerhoff liked one and I 
liked the other. Both were 
quite expensive, and he could 
only buy one. Mine came up 
first." 


Upon Small's urging, 
Meyerhoff paid $260,000 for 
a Private Account filly out of 
Twenty Six Girl (by Blade). He 
named her Richard's Choice. 

Although she was a half- 
sister to two stakes horses, 
including multiple stakes 
winner Kid Colin (by Broad 
Brush's close relative Baldski), 
Richard's Choice ultimately 
retired as a maiden after six 
tries. 

Her first foal, the aptly 
named Tough Broad (1992, 
Broad Brush), was an ornery 
but talented individual who 
removed some of the sting 
by winning or placing in 13 
stakes and earning $395,132 
during her career for Meyer¬ 
hoff and Small. 

Tough Broad was well 
along on the path to obscurity 
as a broodmare, however, un¬ 
til producing Richard's Kid as 
her fourth foal. 

Later to show his best 
game at a distance, Richard's 
Kid waited until his fifth start 
to break his maiden in Sep¬ 
tember 2008 as a 3-year-old at 
Laurel Park. He rounded into 
form, winning three allow¬ 
ance races in a row in late 2008 
and early 2009. 

But his championship sea¬ 
son truly got underway with 
a stellar performance in his 
stakes debut, the mile and 
an eighth John B. Campbell 
Handicap on February 14 at 
Laurel. In the Campbell, Rich¬ 
ard's Kid finished a length to 
the good of BuIIsbay the Gra¬ 
ham Motion-trained runner 
who went on to win the Whit¬ 
ney Handicap-Gl and finish 
third in Rachel Alexandra's 
Woodward Stakes-Gl. 


After Richard's Kid fin¬ 
ished fourth (five and a half 
lengths behind the winner. 
No Advantage) in the William 
Donald Schaefer Stakes-G3 
on Preakness day. May 16, at 
Pimlico, Meyerhoff and Small 
were approached by a blood¬ 
stock agent with "a hefty of¬ 
fer, the kind you have to take," 
said Small. 

Adding impetus to the sale 
was the fact that Richard's Kid 
had basically run out of op¬ 
portunities in the Mid-Atlantic 
region, where races at a mile 
and an eighth and beyond are 
few and far between. 

Purchased by Arnold 
Zetcher LLC, Richard's Kid 
joined the California-based 
stable of trainer Bob Baffert 
and began a new chapter in 
his career. 

Although he ran off the 
board in his first West Coast 
start, the Eddie Read Stakes- 
Gl on the Del Mar turf on July 
25, the Maryland-bred took 
to the synthetic surfaces like 
the proverbial duck to water, 
missing by a nose to Unusual 
Suspect in the mile and a half 
Cougar II Handicap at Del 
Mar on August 5, and follow¬ 
ing up with a command per¬ 
formance in Del Mar's Pacific 
Classic-Gl on September 6. 

The highlight of Rich¬ 
ard's Kid's career through 
last season, the Pacific Classic 
showcased a rallying stretch 
run that was nearly derailed 
when jockey Mike Smith lost 
his whip a sixteenth of a mile 
from the finish. Still Richard's 
Kid, racing five-wide, got up 
to defeat the ultra-cIassy and 
versatile Einstein (Brz) by a 
neck, vanquishing 11 rivals in 
a final mile and a quarter time 


M aryland was repre¬ 
sented by Grade 1 winners on 
both coasts in 2009-Richard's 
Kid starring in the handicap 
division in California, and 
Homeboykris making his 
mark against top juveniles in 
New York. 

The Champagne Stakes-Gl 
on October 10 at Belmont Park 
showcased a sparkling per¬ 
formance by Homeboykris, a 


of 2:02.39 over the Polytrack 
surface. 

Favored Rail Trip, winner 
of the Hollywood Gold Cup 
Handicap-Gl in his last start 
on July 11, finished third. 

Richard's Kid made two 
more starts, both in Grade 1 
company at Santa Anita, be¬ 
fore season's end. He finished 
third (beaten a length for all 
of it) to Gitano Hernando 
(GB) and Colonel John in the 
Goodwood Stakes on Octo¬ 
ber 10, and sixth (five and half 
lengths behind Zenyatta) in 
the Breeders' Cup Classic-Gl 
on November 7. 

Sheikh Rashid bin Moham¬ 
mad al Maktoum's Zabeel 
Racing International acquired 
Richard's Kid in January. Baf¬ 
fert is continuing to map out 
the horse's schedule, which 
was expected to include the 
$10 million Dubai World Cup- 
Gl, on the Tapeta surface at 
Dubai's new Meydan race 
course on March 27. 

Far and away the leading 
Maryland-bred money-earn¬ 
er of 2009, Richard's Choice 
earned $732,840 in 11 starts 
last season, boosting his life¬ 
time total to $801,370. 

With luck in 2010, Rich¬ 
ard's Kid will become the 
fifth Meyerhoff-bred million¬ 
aire. But he doesn't have any 
promising siblings waiting 
in the wings. Meyerhoff con¬ 
signed Tough Broad to the 
2007 Keeneland November 
sale, where Marylander Tom 
Bowman bought her, in foal 
to Officer, for $22,000. Tough 
Broad lost the Officer foal, and 
died in early 2009 following a 
pasture injury that also took 
the life of the Two Punch foal 
she was carrying. ^ 


once lightly regarded gelding 
who became the first Grade 1 
winner for leading first-year 
sire Roman Ruler. 

Bred by David and JoAnn 
Hayden's Dark Hollow Farm 
in partnership with longtime 
client Bill Beatson, Home¬ 
boykris required two trips 
through an auction ring to find 
a buyer.

Florida horsewoman Bren¬ 
da Tabraue purchased him at 
the sale, and campaigned him 
through his first two starts, in 
maiden special weight com¬ 
pany at Calder. Homeboykris 
broke his maiden command- 
ingly in the second of those 
efforts, on July 11, catching the 
eye of trainer Richard Dutrow 
and his client Louis Lazzinna- 
ro, who bought him privately 

Lazzinarro raced Home¬ 
boykris in partnership with 
Joseph Bulger, Jack Mandate, 
Nick Sallusto and Tabraue 
(who maintained an interest 
in him). 

Homeboykris spent three 
months in Dutrow's New 
York stable before the trainer 
unveiled him for the Cham¬ 
pagne. Jockey Edgar Prado 
turned the Maryland-bred 
loose with a furlong to go in 
that contest, and he edged 
clear to a length and a half 
score over Discreetly Mine 
and Aspire, covering the mile 
in 1:35.12. 

Homeboykris made one 
additional start in 2009, finish¬ 
ing fifth in the Remsen Stakes- 
G2 won by Buddy's Saint on 
November 28 at Aqueduct. 

He bankrolled $260,550 
in four outings, and was as¬ 
signed the eighth-highest 


weight on the Experimental 
Handicap (117 pounds), nine 
pounds less than champion 
Lookin At Lucky and Vale of 
York (Ire). 

The Haydens and Beatson 
no longer own Homeboykris's 
dam. One Last Salute (by long¬ 
time Maryland sire Salutely), 
having sold her for $2,200 at 
the 2009 Keeneland January 
sale. 


A multiple stakes-placed 
earner of $100,450, One Last 
Salute is a full sister to Sean's 
Ferrari, who won the 1987

and Beatson for $30,000 at the

So far the McGinneses, who 
breed for the commercial mar¬ 
ket at their Thornmar Farm in 
Chestertown, have sold six of 
Taft Lil Queen's offspring as 
yearlings for a combined to¬ 


tal of $730,000. Three of them 
have developed into stakes 
performers, one is a champion 
in Puerto Rico, and two are 
Maryland-bred champions. 

For Royalty (by Not For 
Love) reigns as the over¬ 
whelming choice among vot¬ 
ers for the title of champion 
Maryland-bred 2-year-old filly 
of 2009. 

The most expensive of 
Taft Lil Queen's offspring (as 
well as the top-priced Not 
For Love auction yearling of 
that season). For Royalty sold 
for $250,000 at the 2008 Fasig- 
Tipton Saratoga Select year¬ 
ling sale, and made her mark 
for owner Twin Creeks Rac¬ 


ing Stables LLC, a Kentucky- 
based partnership group 
headed by Steve Davison and 
Randy Gullatt. 

Trainer Todd Fletcher sent 
out For Royalty to win at first 
asking, in a five-furlong maid¬ 
en special weight at Delaware 
Park on June 29. For her next 
start, she stepped right up to 
stakes competition, capturing 
the $85,000 Mountaineer Juve¬ 
nile Fillies Stakes on August 1 
at Mountaineer Park. 

Sent off as second choice in 
a field of seven, in which four 
of the starters were coming off 
a maiden victory. For Royalty 
dueled 1.3-1 favorite Bronx 
City Girl to the wire in the 









Mountaineer Juvenile Fillies, 
completing the six furlongs in 
1:11.58. 

For Royalty vied unsuc¬ 
cessfully in three more stakes, 
including a fourth-place finish 
(three and a quarter lengths 
behind the winner, Lil Kiara) 
in the Maryland Million Lass¬ 
ie at Laurel Park on Septem¬ 
ber 26, and finished the season 
with two wins in five starts for 
earnings of $82,725. 

For Royalty is a full sister 
to multiple stakes-placed The 
Prince, and half-sister to El 
Viento (by El Corredor), the 
champion imported colt in 
Puerto Rico in 2005, and co¬ 
champion Maryland-bred ju¬ 
venile male (a title he shared 
with Vegas Play). 

Taft Lil Queen, still in 
residence at Thornmar, has a 
yearling filly by Hard Spun. 
She was not bred for 2010 but 
is booked to Old Fashioned. ^

David and Jo Ann Hay¬ 
den have rarely had an off¬ 
season since they began breed¬ 
ing and racing Thoroughbreds 
more than three decades ago 
at their Dark Hollow Farm in 
Upperco. 

And 2009 was no excep¬ 
tion. 

The Haydens, best known 
as the breeders of 1989 Eclipse 
Award-winning sprinter Safe¬ 
ly Kept, co-bred two runners 
who between them earned 
three Maryland-bred division¬ 
al titles in 2009. 

Not for Silver, who led 
both the 3-year-old male and 
sprint categories, ranked as 
the second-leading Maryland- 
bred earner of the season 
after amassing $263,020 in 
nine starts. Homeboykris, the 
champion 2-year-old male, 
was close behind in third 
place, with $260,550. 

Not for Silver (by Not For 
Love), bred in partnership by 
Dark Hollow Farm, William 
H.D. deBurgh and George I.E. 
Harris, campaigned for owner 
Ted Julio, who purchased him 
for $85,000 at the 2008 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic 2-year-olds 
in training sale. 

He had been sold by the 
breeders at the Fasig-Tipton 

























Midlantic Eastern Fall Year¬ 
ling sale for $32,000. 

Trained by Laurel Park- 
based Mike Trombetta, Not 
for Silver won his only start 
at 2 and came out running as 
a 3-year-old, winning his first 
two starts in 2009 by a com¬ 
bined margin of seven and a 
half lengths. 

His stakes debut came in 
his second outing of the sea¬ 
son, Aqueduct's six-furlong 
Fred "Cappy" Capossella 
Stakes on February 15, in 
which he scored as even-mon¬ 
ey favorite in a field of six. 

Returning next to his home 
court at Laurel, Not for Silver 


finished a game second, beat¬ 
en a head by St John's Gospel, 
in the one-mile Private Terms 
Stakes on March 21. 

But the best was yet to 
come. 

Not for Silver carried the 
banner for Maryland in the 
Grade 3 Hirsch Jacobs Stakes, 
a six-furlong feature on the 
Preakness undercard at Pim¬ 
lico on May 16, as runner-up 
to Everyday Heroes. 

Then in his next outing, on 
July 11, he staked his claim 
as one of the top 3-year-old 
sprinters in the country, 
charging down the stretch to 
triumph by four and a half 


lengths in the six-furlong 
Grade 2 Carry Back Stakes 
on Summit of Speed Day at 
Calder. 

Not for Silver added one 
more stakes placing-as run¬ 
ner-up, a length and a quarter 
behind El Brujo, in Keene- 
land's seven-furlong Perry- 
ville Stakes-G3 on October 17. 

His two stakes wins and 
three stakes placings came at 
five different race tracks, over 
dirt and Polytrack. 

Not for Silver is out of the 
Silver Deputy mare Silverdew, 
whom the Haydens purchased 
for $75,000 (in foal to Golden 
Missile) at the 2003 Adena 


Springs November sale. (That 
2004 foal, a gelding named 
Mercantile, brought $175,000 
as a pinhooking prospect at 
the Keeneland September 
Yearling sale and $2 million 
when resold at the Fasig-Tip- 
ton Florida 2-year-olds in 
training sale. Mercantile is a 
three-time winner of $83,160.) 

Silverdew is no longer a 
member of the Dark Hollow 
broodmare band, having been 
sold for $15,000 (not in foal) at

A third-generation home¬ 
bred for widely accomplished 
horseman William M. Backer, 
who for decades has followed 
a routine of foaling his horses 


in Maryland, raising them at 
his Smitten Farm near Middle- 
burg, Va., and turning them 
over to Maryland trainers. 
Blind Date compiled a hefty 


resume in just seven starts as a 
3-year-old last season. 

She won four stakes, in¬ 
cluding the Grade 3 Virginia 
Oaks, and finished a close 
second (to Love That Dance) 
in the Maryland Million 
Oaks, for seasonal earnings of 
$207,000. 

Her victories came on 
turf and dirt, at distances 
from five furlongs to a mile 
and an eighth, over firm 
and soft ground, and an off¬ 
track-prompting her trainer, 
Hamilton Smith, who has 
conditioned numerous stakes 
winners before her, to call 
Blind Date the most talented 
runner he's had in his bam. 

Her tour de force came in 
the Virginia Oaks, run over a 
soft course at Colonial Downs 
on July 18. She rallied five¬ 
wide in the stretch and pre¬ 
vailed by a head over Shared 
Account, the Sagamore Farm 
filly who went on to win Sara¬ 
toga's Lake Placid Stakes-G2. 

Blind Date launched her 
campaign with back-to-back 
victories in the Hookedonthe- 
feelin and Hilltop Stakes at 
Pimlico in April and May, and 
annexed the Pearl Necklace 
Stakes on August 22 at Laurel, 

Backer's champion de¬ 
scends from the *Sir Ribot 
mare Queen Ribot, whom he 
purchased in the early 1970s. 
Queen Ribot, herself a stakes 
winner, produced multiple 
stakes winner and graded- 
placed Princess Roberta (by 
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Roberto), who in turn became 
the dam of Snit. 

One of the top Maryland- 
bred race mares of the 1990s, 
Snit, trained by Barclay Tagg, 
won or placed in eight stakes, 
including a victory in the 1997 


Cotillion Handicap-G2, earn¬ 
ing $454,547. 

Also a stellar producer, Snit 
is represented by three stakes 
performers from four foals to 
race. Her 5-year-old daugh¬ 
ter Sales Tax (by High Yield) 


is a three-time stakes winner 
of $170,216. Snit's 6-year-old 
stakes-placed daughter Bitter 
Lemon (by Lemon Drop Kid) 
is now a member of the Smit¬ 
ten Farm broodmare band; 


she was due to foal this season 
to Bluegrass Cat. 

Snit had a Malibu Moon 
colt in 2009 and is awaiting a 
full sibling to Blind Date in 
April. ^

The daughter of the late 
leading Maryland sire Al¬ 
len's Prospect lined up in the 
starting gate once each month 
from January through Novem¬ 
ber in 2009. Her tally at year's 
end was three stakes wins. 


four additional stakes plac- 
ings and $194,900 in earnings, 
pushing her career bankroll to 
$505,985. 

The highlight of All Giv¬ 
ing's campaign was the 
Maryland Million Distaff 
Handicap on September 26 
at Laurel Park. Avenging her 
loss to Spectacular Malibu in 
the 2008 edition of the Distaff, 


All Giving drove to a two and 
three-quarter-length triumph 
as odds-on favorite. 

Racing for Tony Smith's 
Concepts Unlimited Stable 
and Catherine J. Smith, and 
trained by Flint Stites, All Giv¬ 
ing also captured the Skipat 
Stakes on May 15 at Pimlico 
and Penn National's Day Lilly 
Stakes on July 17. 


The Smiths purchased All 
Giving for $75,000 at the 2006 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 2-year- 
olds in training sale, and sent 
her out to win or place in 14 
stakes at ages 4 and 5. 

From the final crop of Al¬ 
len's Prospect, a son of Mr. 
Prospector who stood for 17 
seasons, siring 70 stakes win¬ 
ners, at the Pons family's 
Country Life Farm in Bel Air, 
until his death in the fall of 
2003, All Giving was bred by 
Towson, Md., attorney Mor¬ 
ris Balser in the name of Bay- 
wood LLC. 

Balser sold All Giving for 
$19,000 at the 2005 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale. 

All Giving is the sixth foal 
and third stakes performer 
Balser bred from the Slew City 
Slew mare Slew the Dragon¬ 
ess, whom he claimed for 
$10,500 at Delaware Park in 
July 1995, in what would be 
her final start. 

Balser's first venture in the 
breeding business. Slew the 
Dragoness is also the dam of 
War Native (1999, Cherokee 
Run; $96,890, Rollicking S, 
etc.) and Sea Dragoness (1998, 
Sea Hero; 3rd Toddler S, etc.). 

Balser sold five of Slew the 
Dragoness's offspring at auc¬ 
tion for a total of $513,500. The 
mare's top-selling offspring 
was the colt Moon Dragon 
(2003, Grand Slam), whom 
Balser marketed for $275,000 
at the 2004 Fasig-Tipton Sara¬

T he accolades continue to 
roll in for Heros Reward, the 
2007 Maryland-bred Horse of 
the Year who joined the mil¬ 
lionaires list in the middle of 
last season. 

Named champion Mary- 
land-bred turf runner for the 
third season in a row, Heros 
Reward now holds seven 
state-bred champion titles, 
having also been voted best 
older male and sprinter in 
2007 and '08. 

Although the well-traveled 
gelding may have lost a step at 
age 7 in 2009, he still managed 
a stellar campaign, capturing 
Keeneland's Grade 3 Shaker- 
town Stakes, at five and a half 
furlongs on the turf, in his first 
start of the season, on April 11, 
and the grassy five and a half¬ 
furlong Mister Diz Stakes on 
August 15 at Laurel Park. 

He passed the million- 
dollar mark in earnings with a 
runner-up performance to Sil¬ 
ver Timber in Belmont Park's 
July 18 Jaipur Stakes-G3, and 
finished third in both the 
Scotts Highlander Stakes-G3 
at Woodbine and Maryland 
Million Turf Sprint. (His first- 
ever appearance on a Mary¬ 
land Million Day card looked 
like an easy assignment, but 
Heros Reward, the 3-5 favor¬ 
ite in a field of 11, was boxed 
in in the stretch and ultimate¬ 
ly crossed the wire a length 
and a half behind the winner. 
Natural Seven, who set a new 
course record.) 

Plans for a possible start in 
the $1 million Breeders' Cup 
Turf Sprint on November 7 at 
Santa Anita, the race in which 
Heros Reward finished a 
creditable fifth in 2008, were 
scrapped after he finished a 
weakening fifth in Woodbine's 
Nearctic Stakes-G2 in October. 

In seven starts in 2009, He¬ 
ros Reward earned $158,530, 


raising his lifetime total to 
$1,069,746. 

He remains a dream 
come true for his owners 
Bob Haynes (Rob Ry Farm) 
and Jayne Marie Slysz, who 
claimed Heros Reward from 
breeder Gretchen Mobberley 
for $20,000 when he was mak¬ 
ing his fifth start in April 2006 
at Laurel Park. 

With trainer Dale Capua¬ 
no, Heros Reward soon found 
his calling as a sprinter on the 
turf. 

Heros Reward is a second 
generation Maryland-bred 


champion, his sire. Partner's 
Hero, having earned the title 
of champion older male in 
1998. 

He also has strong Mary¬ 
land ties through his dam, 
Lifes Passage (by noted turf 
sire and Maryland-bred Bel¬ 
mont Stakes-Gl winner Ca¬ 
veat). 

Mobberley acquired Lifes 
Passage privately from her 
breeder/owner Jim Ryan 
(who bred and co-owned Ca¬ 
veat). Ryan had purchased 
Lifes Passage's stakes-win- 
ning dam. Likely Passage (by 


John Alden), for $50,000 at the 
1989 Keeneland January sale. 
Likely Passage was a full sis¬ 
ter to multiple stakes winner 
Sparrowvon, the champion 
Maryland-bred older male of 
1986, and Florida Oaks winner 
Star Jolie. 

Lifes Passage, who pro¬ 
duced Heros Reward as her 
fifth foal and only stakes per¬ 
former, died of foaling compli¬ 
cations in April 2009 at Mob- 
berley's Summer Hill Farm in 
West Friendship, leaving an 
orphaned Langfuhr colt. ^ 






The $72,000 he earned put 
him over the $1 million mark 
in career steeplechase earn¬ 
ings (joining Me Dynamo as 
the only seven-figure jumpers) 
and provided enough to beat 
out timber champion Patriot's 
Path for the state award. Bred 
by Tom and Chris Bowman, 
Good Night Shirt joined Ink- 
slinger (who won five titles 
from 1970 to '74) as a four¬ 
time Maryland steeplechase 
champion. 

Good Night Shirt started 
his season on March 28 in the 
Carolina Cup-and ran down 
veteran Preemptive Strike in 
the stretch to post a two and a 
quarter-length win. 

The son of Concern extend¬ 
ed his winning streak to seven 
while looking as dominant as 
ever. Just four rivals signed up 
to face him. He vanquished a 
worthy adversary in Preemp¬ 
tive Strike, and left 2009 stakes 
winner Isti Bee (NZ) well back 
in third. More importantly. 
Good Night Shirt set himself 
up for the spring's richest 
stop-the $150,000 Iroquois in 
May. He won the race in 2007 
and 2008, and aimed to be¬ 
come the first horse to add a 
third consecutive win. Racing 
on soft turf and a demand¬ 
ing course, the champion put 
away every horse but one and 
settled for second behind the 
late-running English import 
Pierrot Lunaire. 

Fisher gave Sonny Via's 
stable star an extended sum¬ 
mer vacation, as normal, and 
had just started to work to¬ 
ward a fall campaign when 
the leg problem was discov¬ 
ered. The fracture, which vet¬ 
erinarians think happened 
with one bad step somewhere 
along the line, left little solid 
bone to use as an anchor for 
screws or plates. The treat¬ 
ment instead involved stem 
cells and bone marrow and 
plenty of rest. Five months af¬ 
ter the diagnosis. Good Night 
Shirt could soon begin light 
exercise. X-rays look good. 
The cartilage in the ankle joint 
was not damaged.

out the state on farmland that 
is permanently preserved by 
MALPF from residential de¬ 
velopment. 

Created by the General 
Assembly in 1977, MALPF 
purchases agricultural preser¬ 
vation easements that forever 
restrict development on prime 
farmland and woodland and 
has permanently preserved 
land in each of Maryland's 23 
counties.

Waiting is no longer an option for 
expanding gaming in Newjerse)/

R egional competition for gaming dollars has 
created a make or break situation for the 
state of New Jersey and its new Governor 
Chris Christie. With Pennsylvania and Delaware 
approving table games at their casinos and racinos, 
and New York looking to accelerate the development 
of Aqueduct into a full-fledged racino. New Jersey’s 
gaming industry is on the brink of collapse. 

With a budget deficit of more than $ 10 billion. 
New Jersey’s elected officials are finally engaged. 
Recent press accounts show that such important 
decision makers as Senator Paul Sarlo, chairman of 
the Senate Budget Committee, and Senator Jennifer 
Beck, the only state senator to have two race tracks 
in her district, are pushing for immediate action. As 
Sen. Beck said at a recent conference on the future 
of horse racing at the Meadowlands, "For too long, 
the state of New Jersey has done nothing to address 
the growing competition on New Jersey’s borders. As 
a result, we have seen a decline in gaming revenues 
across the state of New Jersey.” Sen. Sarlo agreed. 
However, he said that he was no longer looking at 
"just VLTs and slots” but a full-fledged casino at the 
Meadowlands. 

Unfortunately, the group of individuals 
that comprised Gov. Christie’s transition team 
on gaming did not concur in its final report 
to the governor. The Gaming Transition Team 
recommended consolidating racing and putting 
NASCAR at the Meadowlands, but did not include a 
recommendation to explore expanding gaming at the 


Meadowlands to include additional options such as 
VLTs and slot machines. 

To say the least, advocates for horse racing 
and horse breeding were disappointed with the 
recommendations, but understood where they came 
from, given the fact that the casino industry held five 
of the 10 seats on the Gaming Transition Team and 
the horse racing industry had one seat. 

Thankfully, the Gaming Transition Team was 
just one of the reports the new governor received. He 
also received a report from an Agriculture Transition 
Team urging the governor to explore the expansion 
of gaming at the race tracks to include alternatives 
such as slot and VLTs. The Agricultural Transition 
Team did not include any representatives from the 
casino industry or the horse racing and/or breeding 
industry, illustrating that individuals from the 
"general public” as well as individuals involved in 
"agriculture” understood the economic and societal 
benefit of horse racing and horse breeding in New 
Jersey. The Agricultural Transition Team obviously 
understood that you cannot make consumers 
travel to Atlantic City to gamble if there are more 
convenient and accessible locations near their home 
or business, even if these options are out of state. 

All observers expect an answer to the future 
of gaming in New Jersey by the end of 2010. With 
the state budget deficit in the billions, the casinos 
losing 31 percent of their gaming to racinos in other 
states on our border, and horse racing losing money, 
waiting is no longer an option.

As visitors 
peruse the four categories, they will find pictures 
of the farm with accompanying text explaining the 
purpose of each BMP. 

"Our goal is to constantly develop innovative 
and creative opportunities to share our expertise 
and research with the equine industry,” said Dr. 
Carey Williams, the center’s associate director for 
extension. With a "realistic glimpse of the Ryders 
Lane Farm [available] online, individuals interested 
in learning applied best management practices may 
now do so from the comfort of their own home. 
Although we still highly recommend taking a self- 
guided tour of the farm,” added Williams. 


Ryders Lane serves as a fully functional and 
operating equine farm developed to address 
numerous environmental issues such as 
preserving water quality, proper nutrient and 
waste management, fencing, farm and pasture 
management and soil enrichment, to name a 
few. The virtual tour of Ryders Lane is both a 
research and education tool to assist the public’s 
understanding of how to successfully manage 
environmental challenges a farm may face. 

"At the Equine Science Center, we firmly believe 
in broadening our horizon as we bring better horse 
care through research and education,” said Dr.

State demands compliance regarding 
animal waste management 


T he state of New Jersey requires that all 
livestock farms proactively address and 
manage non-point source pollution that may 
originate from livestock operations. All livestock 
producers must meet the requirements of the Animal 
Waste Management Rule. 

Farms with more than eight animal units (one 
animal unit equals 1,000 pounds of live animal 
weight) must comply with the rules, as well as 
complete an Animal Waste Management Plan on 
their farm. 

Farms with fewer than eight animal units must 
comply with the Animal Waste Management Rule 
but are not required to complete a formal Animal 
Waste Management Plan. 


Rutgers Cooperative Extension is providing a 
series of educational meetings around the state 
about preparing your Animal Waste Management 
Plan (AWMP). These will be a regular occurrence over 
the course of the next two years. A listing of future 
meetings can be found at http://njaes.rutgers.edu/ 
animal-waste-management/meetings.asp.

G rade 2 stakes winner Tizahit, 
(Tiznow—Never a No 
Hitter, by Kris S.) is the high- 
weighted Virginia-bred filly on 
The Jockey Club’s Experimental 
Free Handicap, assigned 114 
pounds on the list led by 123- 
pound top weights Blind Luck 
and She Be Wild. 

Tizahit was bred by Wayne 
and Susie Chatfield-Taylor’s 
Morgan’s Ford Farm in Front 
Royal,Va., and sold for $185,000 
at the 2008 Keeneland September 
Tearling sale. Racing for Jim and 
Susan HiQ, she broke her maiden 
at first asking at Delaware Park 
and followed up with a second in 
the Blue Hen Stakes at Delaware 
Park and a fourth in the Tempted 
Stakes-G3 at Aqueduct. 

On November 28,Tizahit cap¬ 
tured the $200,000 Demoiselle 
Stakes-G2 with Edgar Prado in 
the irons. As the third choice 
in the field for trainer George 
Weaver, Tizahit’s margin of vic¬ 
tory was a length over runner-up 
Protesting, with Fuzzy Britches 
finishing third. 

Tizahit, who had $161,925 
in earnings at the conclusion of 
her freshman season, is the sec¬ 


ond foal of Never a No Hitter, 
who has also produced the 
winner Skipstone and a 2009 
Indian Charlie colt who sold 
for $200,000 at the Keeneland 
November sale. 

Audley Farm-bred Toccet’s 
Charm was the top Virginia-bred 
colt on the Experimental Free 
Handicap for males with a 100- 
pound assignment on the ranking 
led by Lookin At Lucky and Vale 
of York (Ire) (126 pounds). 

Sold for $16,000 at the 
2008 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale, the 
Toccet gelding broke his maiden 
at Delaware Park before win¬ 
ning the Jamestown Stakes for 
Virginia-breds on his home turf 
at Colonial Downs. 

Out of Ruler’s Charm (by 
Cape Town),Toccet’s Charm was 
also second in the Dover Stakes, 
and third in the Christopher Elser 
Memorial. His earnings totaled 
$64,650. 

Toccet’s Charm’s second dam 
is stakes winner The Ruler’s Sister, 
a winner of $239,442, with victo¬ 
ries including the 1996 Maryland 
Million Oaks. 


CosaVera to stand 
at North Cliff 


C osa Vera, a fuU brother to 
Group 1-placed stakes win¬ 
ner Ocean Silk, will stand his first 
season at stud in 2010 at Lady 
Olivia at North Cliff Farm in 
RixeyviQe,Va. 

Cosa Vera’s stud fee is $2,500 
live foal, payable when the foal 


stands and nurses, or $2,250 due 
November 1, 2010.

Summer race days set for Colonial Downs 


A t its regular January monthly 
meeting, the Virginia Racing 
Commission approved an eight- 
week 40-race day schedule at 
Colonial Downs this summer. 
The meet begins on Memorial 
Day weekend, Saturday, May 29, 
and runs through Wednesday, July 
21. Racing is five days a week, 
Saturday through Wednesday. In a 
break from the past, Friday rath¬ 
er than Wednesday will be dark, 
along with the usual no racing 
on Thursday. The weekday post 
time switches to 4 p.m. from the 
normal 5 p.m. slot. The weekend 
post stays at 1 p.m. 

The Memorial Day start is 
possible because the Pimlico 
spring meet ends earlier than 
usual. Colonial Downs hopes to 
attract a big holiday crowd to kick 
off its Thoroughbred season. By 
racing on Wednesday and start¬ 
ing weekdays at 4 p.m., the track 
also hopes to increase out-of-state 
simulcast wagering. In past years 
despite extensive promoting, 
including poker tournaments and 
a 6 p.m. post, Friday attendance 
proved mediocre, most likely 
because of the difficulty reaching 
the track due to beach traffic on 
1-64. Friday also was not a good 
day for Colonial s simulcast signal. 
There was too much competition 
from other tracks simulcasting the 
same day. 

Another big weekend is 
planned for July 4, including 
music and fireworks. Post time 
on Saturday, July 3 and Sunday, 
July 4 is 5 p.m. Monday, July 5, is 
set for 1 p.m. 

The June 19 $500,000 

Colonial Turf Cup-G2 and the 
July 17 $600,000 Virginia Derby- 
G2 highlight the racing season. 
Once again they serve as the first 
two legs of the $5 million Grand 
Slam of Grass sponsored by Jacobs 


Entertainment, Colonial Downs s 
parent company. 

Racing secretary Tyler Pickle- 
simer’s daily cards will likely 
have 80 percent of the races 
on Colonials huge turf course, 
where the rail is moved every 
five days. Last year, the ratio of 
races on the turf dropped to 70 
percent because of wet weather. 
Overnight purse levels will be 
at least the same, if not slightly 
higher, than 2009, for a number 
of reasons. 

At the Virginia HBPA s request 
the Derby purse was reduced 
from $750,000 to $600,000 to 
put more money into overnights. 
More importantly, there is peace 
in the Virginia simulcast and 
Internet wagering world, rev¬ 
enue from which accounts for 
nearly 90 percent of the Virginia 
horsemens purse account. Last 
year TrackNet, on behalf of 
Churchill and Magna tracks, boy¬ 
cotted Colonials simulcast signal 
because of a dispute over fees 
payable by online wagering com¬ 
panies doing business in Virginia 
like Churchills Twin Spires and 
Magna s XpressBet. Among other 
things the boycott blacked out 
Colonial s signal in Maryland. 

Earlier this year a similar dis¬ 
pute between TrackNet and the 
MidAtlantic Cooperative, which 
includes Colonial Downs and 16 
other tracks, limited simulcasting 
revenue at Colonials eight off¬ 
track betting locations. 

Both disputes are settled for 
the current year. 

Owner and trainer 
license fees 

he Virginia Racing Com¬ 
mission (VRC) changed its 
licensing fees effective January 1, 
2010. The owner or trainer per¬ 


mit fee increased from $10 to $50. 
Most other fees (groom, exer¬ 
cise rider, etc.) increased to $25. 
AQ existing permits, regardless of 
when they were issued, expired 
on December 31, 2009. 

The VRC will not be sending 
out renewal notices. However, 
renewal applications can be print¬ 
ed from the VRC Web site (www. 
vrc.state.va.us) and mailed in with 
the appropriate fee. 

Applications for new owners 
and trainers are also available on 
the VRC Web site (click the link- 
Virginia Racing License). 

VRC stewards wiQ not allow 
a horse to run unless an owner 
is currently licensed or prior to 
the race a new owner has on 
file an application and has paid 
the license fee while awaiting 
completion of the fingerprint 
process. Fingerprints are neces¬ 
sary for new applicants and every 
five years thereafter. 

Strawberry Hill 
Races 

he Strawberry Hill steeple¬ 
chase meet held each spring 
at Colonial Downs moves to a 
new date. May 15. Its usual early 
April date always brought uncer¬ 
tain weather to a crowd of 25,000 
attendees.This year the organizers 
anticipate better weather and plan 
to have pari-mutuel wagering 
on the jump races as part of a 
simulcast card coordinated with 
the Preakness. 

The event should be a good 
run-up for Colonials season that 
starts two weeks later. During 
the meet. Colonial will card two 
steeplechase races every other 
Sunday. 

Strawberry Hill’s new date 
will present a challenge to the 
tracks ground crew. The crew 


will have only a week to clean up 
and reapply hundreds of tons of 
sand and clay to the main track 
base before the stable area opens 
on May 17 for the summer meet. 
That foot-thick sand and clay 
cushion is removed each year 
before the fall harness meet, and 
piled on the backstretch, because 
the Standardbreds race on the 
track s stone dust base. The fol¬ 
lowing spring. Strawberry Hills 
tadgaters conduct their merri¬ 
ment on that stone base. In prior 
years, when the steeplechase meet 
was in April, the grounds crew 
had at least a month before the 
summer race meet to reapply the 
cushion. 

Board of directors 
election 

A t the end of December the 
Virginia HBPA held an elec¬ 
tion for its 14-member (seven 
owners and seven trainers) board 
of directors. Board member 
terms are for three years. Twenty 
candidates competed for the 
14 seats. Ballots were mailed to 
nearly 1,900 members. Returns 
were tallied by an independent 
accounting firm. 

President Robin Richards, 
vice-president Jill Gordon-Moore, 
secretary Diana McClure and 
members Randy Rouse, David 
Ross, Susie C ha tfield-Taylor, 
Susie Hart, Susan Cooney, Nellie 
Cox, Donna Dennehy, Stephanie 
Nixon and Donna Rogers were 
reelected. 

Longtime member and trea¬ 
surer John Hanna retired and 
did not seek reelection, as did 
member Jim Carter. Well-known 
trainers Carlos Garcia and Ernie 
Oare were elected to fill those 
two seats.

Bolstered by a potential three 
restricted races a day impending 
legislative relief and a recovering 
economy the future is guardedly 
optimistic for West Virginia breeders. 

Following are some memorable 
West Virginia-bred campaigners of 
2009. 

January 1 marked the debut of 
rising 3-year-old Gabriel’s Smile 
(Five Star Day—Like a Woman, by 
Rahy). bred by Jerry Jamgotchian. 
The gelding was owned by Schiano 
Racing Stable and trained by 
Raimondo Schiano-DiCola. 

His 10%-length margin of victory 
in 51.66 seconds was no fluke, as he 
went on to capture the $50,000 Coin 
Collector Stakes and place in the It's 
Only Money Stakes. 

January 3 brought the auspicious 
debut of Aspenglow.The gray/ 
roan filly by Lion Hearted out of Holy 
Princess (by Holy Bull) campaigned 
for Nancy Terhune. who co-bred 
her with Ernest Frohboese; she is 
trained by Gary Capuano. As a 
3-year-old in 2009. she was her sire's 


season-leading money-earner (with 
$ 177.097). The West Virginia Division 
of Tourism Stakes is her shining 
achievement to date. 

January 18 established 
veteran Eastern Delite's return 
to prominence in the tough West 
Virginia-bred allowance ranks at 
age 6. The stakes-winning son of 
Eastover Court (out of Trine's Delight, 
by Iron) was bred by Wind n'Springs 
Farm. He is owned by the breeder 
and trained by Freddie Johnson. 

Eastern Delite has amassed 
$510,981 in his career. 

March 6 reunited Henry the 
Lover with the winner's circle for 
owner Taylor Mountain Farm LLC 
and breeder James W. Casey. The 
formidable speed merchant is 
by home stallion Windsor Castle 
out of Flirtation Walk, by Danzig 
Connection. His two and a quarter- 
length score was worth $17.400 to his 
connections. 

On March 13 came another 
yeoman-like effort by Swish 
Maravich. a daughter of Civilisation 
out of Anna Lucasta. by Lydian (Fr). 
Ronald Baker is the fortunate owner 
of the now 5-year-old bay mare 


bred by Rene Moore and Naylee 
Farm. 

Trainer Skoobie Schneider and 
his son. jockey Joseph Schneider, 
accepted congratulations for 
their seven-furlong collaborative 
endeavor. 

March 21 may have been a 
little late for Valentine's Day. but 
Silver Heart delivered a welcome 
gift to owner Nancy Terhune. The 
$19.800 winner's share of the purse 
was bittersweet, however, because 
the homebred by Lion Hearted 
out of Holy Princess, by Holy Bull, 
was haltered for $20,000 out of the 
optional claiming race. 

Resembling her year-older full 
sister. Aspenglow. Silver Heart is 
dangerous at any distance, under 
any circumstances. She was co-bred 
by Terhune and Ernest Frohboese. 

April 11; Beware of the Bop 
turned back a respectable field of 
her peers, launching a six-race win 
streak that would propel her to the 
top of her 3-year-old distaff division. 

The chestnut daughter of Bop out 
of Beware of the Ace. by Caveat, is 
owned and bred by James S. Carter

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and races out of the barn of Tim 
Grams. 

The multiple stakes winner, whose 
nine wins for the year were tied 
for the second-highest total in the 
nation in 2009, has earned $254,004. 

April 18: Russell Road met the 
challenge in the $100,000 Blue and 
Gold Stakes, facing a field of out- 
of-state shippers on Charles Town 
Classic night. Owned by Mark Russell, 
trained by James W. Casey and bred 
by Robert Lloyd, the dynamo is by 
Wheaton out of Roberta Grump, by 
Verification. 

May 1 hailed the return of the 
reigning queen in the West Virginia 
distaff division, Julie B. The two-time 
winner of the prestigious Cavada 
Stakes defeated one of her frequent 
adversaries, Shesagrumptoo, in a 
rousing photo finish. 

Julie B is by Eastover Court out of 
Ashby Inn (by Feel the Power) and 
races for her breeder, O'Sullivan 
Farms. Trainer George Yetsook had 
his charge well-prepped for her 
6-year-old debut. 

On May 24, Big Bad and Nasty 
lived up to his name and pedigree 
by defeating a quality field of 
maidens by six and a quarter lengths 
in his first start. The colossal son of 
Belong to Me out of multiple stakes 
winner Longfield Star, by Allen's 
Prospect, was bred by owner Wade 
Sanderson and conditioned by 
Edwin Tobin. Unfortunately, an injury 
placed his career on hold. 

June 5 provided an opportunity to 
view one of the truly commanding 
physical specimens, either male 
or female -Saxet Heights- as she 
crushed her opposition en route to 
a seven and one-quarter-length win. 
The daughter of Outflanker out of 
Holiday Ball, by Black Tie Affair (Ire), 
was bred by Carey K. Miller, owned 
by Carey K. Miller Revocable Trust 
and trained by Charles Town Races's 
leading trainer, Jeff Runco. 

July 4 liberated a gifted filly 
from the maiden ranks in her first 
career start as a juvenile, 1 Just Did 
It. Hammered down to favoritism 
for owner/trainer/breeder John A. 
Casey, the daughter of Luftikus out 
of Lets Just Do It, by Roy, was under 
cruise control for winning rider Kristy 
Petty. The lone filly in the field of 
seven males rolled home by four and 
a half lengths. 

August 29 was just another day 
at the office for the workmanlike 


juvenile Down Town Allen. The rangy 
daughter of Windsor Castle out of 
Like Down Town, by Roy, prevailed by 
three lengths in the $50,000 Rachel's 
Turn Stakes. Also owned, trained and 
bred by John A. Casey, Down Town 
Allen went on to account for the 
West Virginia and Tri-State Futurities. 

September 12 was the day when 
veteran Green Suede Shoes rolled 
to one of the fastest four and one- 
half-furlong times of the year (:50.96). 
The supremely consistent gelding 
is by Meadow Monster out of Ever 
Imelda, by Personal Hope. Claimed 
for $16,000 in June 2009 by G.S. Davis 
Racing LLC, Green Suede Shoes won 
the $50,000 It's Only Money Stakes, 
nearly doubling his purchase price. 
His trainer, Tim Grams, also trained 
the horse the stakes is named after. 
Ellen B. Kill Kelley is the breeder. 

September 26: Like his female 
counterpart in the juvenile division. 
Son of a Bear wasn't flashy, 
just good.The son of Bowman's 
Band out of Bear In the House, by 
Housebuster, had an aura of maturity 
about him. 

A neck decision cost the bay 
gelding an undefeated campaign 
for owners Baer's Racing Stable, 
trainer Lee Couchenour and 
breeders Mr. and Mrs. Michael Baer. 


On October 31 Dancin Banker 

became a major new player in the 
ever-evolving saga of the older 
male category. The gelded son 
of Louis Quatorze (out of Banker's 
Silver, by Banker's Gold) made short 
work of his field in the mile and one- 
sixteenth allowance feature. Fresh 
from a third-place finish in the West 
Virginia Breeders Classic, the David 
Hendrickson charge returned a 
justifiable $5.40 to win. 

Dancin Banker is owned and bred 
by Hendrickson Farms LLC. 

November 15: Colonel J W has 
settled into the role of a professional 
team member for the barn of 
owner/breeder/trainer James W. 
Casey. Rallying late to take down 
the first-place check, the son of 
Windsor Castle out of Regency 
Road, by Personal Flag, appears 
almost capable of competing with 
stablemate Russell Road. 

December 18: Silver Pioneer 
(Pioneering—Cherokee Silver, by 
Silver Buck) hopped at the start 
but still managed to obliterate a 
talent-laden field of accredited West 
Virginia-bred 2-year-olds by seven 
lengths for trainer Ollie Figgins III.The 
owner/breeders of the chestnut colt 
are Stephen A. Glessner and Donna 
Tullner. 


WEST VIRGINIA-BRED 
ACCREDITATION PROCESS 

If a horse is foaled out of state but sired by a WV 
stallion it is registered as WV-sired only. It may 
participate in Accredited WV-Bred restricted 
races. The breeder does not participate in the 
WV Thoroughbred Development Fund. 

If a horse is not foaled in WV and not by a WV stallion it 
may fall into a raiser category if it was properly enrolled 
in the Raiser program before its yearling year and 
remained in the state during that year. It may participate 
in some Accredited WV-Bred Races. Owners of Raisers 
participate in the WV Thoroughbred Development Fund. 

If a horse not foaled in WV does not meet the above 
descriptions it is not eligible for registration with the 
WV Thoroughbred Development Fund and can not 
participate in Accredited WV-Bred restricted races.

A S the result of visionary 
legislation enacted in 1994 
by the Delaware General 
Assembly, Thoroughbred racing 
is again flourishing in Delaware. 

Today, the essential elements 
of a successful annual racing 
meet at Delaware Park are firmly 
in place: a strong purse structure 
and excellent racing conditions. 

The Delaware Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association (DTHA) 
believes in further enhancing rac¬ 
ing conditions for horsemen at 
Delaware Park and contributing 
to the state’s economic well-being 
by offering a Delaware Certi¬ 
fied Thoroughbred Program 
(DCTP). 

The Delaware Certified 
Thoroughbred Program 
(DCTP) 

1) Proactively supports the 
economic development intent of 
the Horse Racing Redevelopment 
Act of 1994. 

2) Provides a purse enhance¬ 
ment incentive for horsemen at 
Delaware Park who certify or 
own Delaware Certified Thor¬ 
oughbred horses. 

3) Increases the number of 
horses in each race. 

4) Contributes to the long¬ 
term economic prosperity of 
Delaware agriculture and encour¬ 
ages preservation of Delaware 
farm land. 


What is a Delaware Certified 
Thoroughbred? 

A Thoroughbred horse who 
spends a minimum of 90 days 
on a Delaware farm or training 
facility prior to March 31 of his 
2-year-old year and races at Dela¬ 
ware Park. 

How is a Delaware 
Thoroughbred Certified? 

The certifier or the certifier’s 
authorized agent must complete 
a Delaware Certified Thorough¬ 
bred application form, available 
from the Delaware Thorough¬ 
bred Horsemen’s Association, 
and submit the application to 
the DTHA with a certifica¬ 
tion fee (one-time fee: $50 for 
weanlings, $100 for yearlings). 
Upon completion of the three- 
month Delaware residency by 
the Thoroughbred, the horse will 
be issued a Delaware Certified 
Thoroughbred Certificate and be 
eligible for purse enhancements 
at Delaware Park. 

What is the purse 
enhancement under 
the Delaware Certified 
Thoroughbred Program? 

The certifier of the Thor¬ 
oughbred will receive an amount 
equal to 25 percent of the purse 
share if the Delaware Certified 
Thoroughbred finished first, sec¬ 
ond or third in any race, including 
stakes races, during the Delaware 
Park meet. 


The owner of a Delaware 
Certified Thoroughbred will 
receive an amount equal to 25 
percent of the purse share if the 
Delaware Certified Thoroughbred 
finishes first, second, or third in 
any race, including stakes races, 
during the Delaware Park meet. 

Delaware Certified Thorough¬ 
bred horses will be identified in 
Delaware Park’s racing programs 
so that owners and trainers will 
be aware of the enhanced poten¬ 
tial earnings of the DCTP. 

Delaware Certified horses con¬ 
signed to weanling, yearling or 
2-year-olds-in-training auctions 


wiU be designated in most sales 
catalogs. 

Funding and administering 
the program 

The DTHA has approved a 
contribution of up to $500,000 
per year for the DCTP from the 
horsemen’s purse account begin¬ 
ning in 2003. Another $250,000 
has been allocated from the state 
of Delaware and $250,000 con¬ 
tributed by Delaware Park to 
match DTHAcontribution. 

The fund is administered by 
the DTHA and bonuses are paid 
at the end of each month for 
certifiers. * 


2009 DCTP Recap 


T he Delaware Bred or Dela¬ 
ware Certified Thorough¬ 
bred Program (DCTP) 
reached an all-time high for 
the 2009 racing season as a 
record number of starters, 
number of winners and num¬ 
ber of bonuses were paid to 
owners and certifiers. 

The program saw Delaware 
Certified horses go to post 921 
times, and win 105 of their 
starts, with 120 seconds and 
120 thirds. More than $1 mil¬ 
lion in owner bonuses and cer¬ 
tifier bonuses were paid out. 


Effective at the start of the 
2009 Delaware Park meet, the 
purse bonuses for all Delaware 
Certified horses was increased 
to 25 percent for both the 
owner and the certifier. 

In August, DCTP hosted 
four $75,000 stakes—the fifth 
runnings of the New Castle 
and the Tax Free Shopping 
Distaff and the second run¬ 
nings of the Small Wonder and 
the First State Dash Stakes, the 
latter two for 2-year-olds. ^

STANDARD STARTS INDEX (SSI) 

A numerical racing index based on average earnings per start of a runner in North America. It allows a comparison of racing performance of horses regardless of their year of 
birth or sex. The computation of the SSI takes into account inflation and the lower earning potential of fillies. The SSI is calculated by taking all the foals born in a given year and 
determining that crop’s average earnings per start for each year that crop raced, calculating colts and fillies separately. 

For example, the average earnings per start at two for all colts foaled in 1960 was $400; and the average earnings per start at two for all fillies foaled in 1960 was 
$283. Thus, a colt foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $400 has an SSI of 1.00. And a filly foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $283 
also has an SSI of 1.00. Both the colt and filly have the same SSI due to the higher lifetime earning expectancy of colts. 

A runner with an index of 1.00 is considered to be of the same caliber as all other runners with indexes of 1.00 regardless of the year foaled or sex. Thus, a colt foaled in 
1930 which had an average per start of $94 and an SSI of 1.00 for his crop and sex would be considered of the same caliber as a colt foaled in 1960 with an average earnings 
per start of $400 and an SSI of 1.00. Those runners which have a SSI of 1.00 or above are in the top 21.4% of all runners. 

SUPERIOR RUNNERS 

Those runners which have a SSI of 3.98 or above, placing them in the top 3 percent of all runners based on SSIs.

The Maryland Fund 


T he Maryland Fund was creat¬ 
ed by the General Assembly 
in 1962. Maryland was the 
first state to develop a legislated 
incentive program to encourage 
the improvement of Thorough¬ 
bred breeding and racing. 

In Maryland, there are seven 
categories through which monies 
from the fund are made avail¬ 
able: 1) purse money for stakes 
races for registered Maryland- 
breds, 2) awards for owners of 
winning registered Maryland- 
breds, 3) awards for breeders 
of winning and stakes-placed 
registered Maryland-breds, 4) 
awards for stallions who sire 
registered Maryland-bred win¬ 
ners and stakes-placed horses, 
5) purse premiums for owners 
of registered Maryland-breds in 
selected unrestricted stakes, 6) 
bonus awards for the highest- 
earning 2 and 3-year-olds shown 
at the annual MHBA yearling 
show and 7) an allocation for 
Maryland Million purses. 


Currently, the Maryland Fund 
receives slightly less than 1 per¬ 
cent of the total mutuel handle 
and breakage from Laurel and 
Pimlico (the state’s two major 
tracks), and receives approxi¬ 
mately 1.5 percent of the mutu¬ 
el handle and 5.0 percent of 
the breakage at Timonium (the 
state’s only minor track). 

Of the 55 percent designated 
for purses and owner awards, 
66% percent is allocated to 
purses and 33% percent is allo¬ 
cated to owner awards. The 
remaining 45 percent is distribut¬ 
ed in the form of breeder awards 
and stallion awards. (Maryland 
Million day’s awards are based 
upon a separate formula.) 

Owner awards are paid to 
the owners of all registered 
Maryland-breds when they win 
any race (including all maiden 
claiming races) other than stakes, 
starter races or claiming races 
in which the winner runs for 


a claiming price of less than 

$ 20 , 000 . 

Breeder and stallion awards 
are paid for the registered Mary- 
land-bred who wins any race or 
finishes second, third or fourth 
in any stakes race in Maryland. 
Historically, the breeder award 
has been approximately twice the 
amount of the stallion award. In 
stakes races the award is based 
on the first $100,000 of the gross 
purse. 

In order to earn a breeder 
award, the winning (or stakes- 
placed) horse must be registered 
as a Maryland-bred. In order to 
earn a stallion award, the winning 
(or stakes-placed) horse must be 
registered as a Maryland-bred, 
and the sire must be registered 
with the MHBA, in addition to 
having been standing in Mary¬ 
land at the time the winner was 
conceived. 

The Maryland Fund program 
is administered by the Maryland 


Racing Commission with the 
assistance and advice of the 
Maryland Fund Advisory Com¬ 
mittee chaired by John R Fran- 
zone, a member of the Maryland 
Racing Commission. Under the 
direction of the commission, 
the actual implementation of 
the fund, including maintaining 
the Maryland-bred registry and 
computing and distributing all 
bonus awards, is performed by 
the MHBA. 

Owner, breeder and stallion 
award percentages are deter¬ 
mined on a bi-annual basis on 
the advice of the Maryland 
Fund Advisory Committee. (For 
Maryland Million day, breeder 
and stallion award percentages 
are determined annually.) Awards 
are distributed at intervals of 
several weeks. 

The stakes program is planned 
on an annual basis and is based 
on projected track handles for 
the coming year. ^

STANDARD STARTS iNDEX (SSi) 

A numerical racing index based on average earnings per start of a runner in North America. It allows a comparison of racing performance of horses regardless of their year of 
birth or sex. The computation of the SSI takes into account inflation and the lower earning potential of fillies. The SSI is calculated by taking all the foals born in a given year and 
determining that crop’s average earnings per start for each year that crop raced, calculating colts and fillies separately. 

For example, the average earnings per start at two for all colts foaled in 1960 was $400; and the average earnings per start at two for all fillies foaled in 1960 was 
$283. Thus, a colt foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $400 has an SSI of 1.00. And a filly foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $283 
also has an SSI of 1.00. Both the colt and filly have the same SSI due to the higher lifetime earning expectancy of colts. 

A runner with an index of 1.00 is considered to be of the same caliber as all other runners with indexes of 1.00 regardless of the year foaled or sex. Thus, a colt foaled in 
1930 which had an average per start of $94 and an SSI of 1.00 for his crop and sex would be considered of the same caliber as a colt foaled in 1960 with an average earnings 
per start of $400 and an SSI of 1.00. Those runners which have a SSI of 1.00 or above are in the top 21.4% of all runners. 

SUPERIOR RUNNERS 

Those runners which have a SSI of 3.98 or above, placing them in the top 3 percent of all runners based on SSIs.

I n order to be eligible to enter and 
start in races exclusively for New 
Jersey bred foals, each New 
Jersey bred foal must be registered 
with the Thoroughbred Breeders' 
Association of New Jersey 
(TBANJ). 

To qualify for such registration, 
the said horse must have been 
foaled in the State of New Jersey 
by a resident New Jersey mare or a 
non-resident New Jersey mare 

1. A resident New Jersey mare 
is a mare that resides in New Jersey 
continuously from November 1 
of the year prior to the foaling 
through the date of foaling. A 
mare purchased at public auction 
subsequent to October 17th of the 
year prior to foaling, is considered 
a resident New Jersey mare provid¬ 
ed that she commences residence 
in New Jersey within two weeks 
of her purchase and continuously 
resides in New Jersey through the 
date of foaling. For the purpose 
of this paragraph, public auction 
is defined as an auction gener¬ 
ally regarded as a public auction in 
the Thoroughbred horse industry 
and recognized as same by the 
TBANJ. 

2. A non-resident New Jersey 
mare is a mare that has not returned 
to New Jersey by November 1 
of the year prior to foaling. The 


resulting foal can still be registered 
as a New Jersey-bred provided 
the mare is bred to a registered 
New Jersey stalHon the season of 
the birth of said foal and remain 
in New Jersey for a continuous 
period of 90 days after foaHng. 

3. A "‘New Jersey stallion" is 
a stallion resident and standing 
in the State of New Jersey the 
full breeding season, commonly 
understood to be the period from 
February 1 through July 1 of the 
subject year. 

If a stallion is brought into 
New Jersey subsequent to the start 
of the breeding season, he may be 
approved as a "Niew Jersey stal¬ 
lion" by the New Jersey Racing 
Commission upon recommenda¬ 
tion of the Board of Trustees 
of the TBANJ provided that he 
stands and is a resident in New 
Jersey for the remainder of the 
breeding season. For those stal- 
Hons brought into New Jersey sub¬ 
sequent to the commencement of 
the breeding season, approval by 
the TBANJ as a “New Jersey stal- 
Hon" is only for the period from 
the date of approval through the 
end of the breeding season. AU 
“New Jersey stallions" must be 
registered with the TBANJ and 
all appropriate fees paid prior to 
February 1 of the breeding season 


or, in the case of a stallion entering 
the State subsequent to the start of 
the breeding season, prior to serv¬ 
ing the first mare. Failure to meet 
the above criteria solely by reason 
of death of the stallion does not 
disqualify said stallion as a “New 
Jersey stallion." 

Breeders qualify for awards 
when the owner of a mare regis¬ 
ters the foal with the TBANJ. The 
breeder will receive a percentage 
based on what that foal earns when 
finishing first through third at a 
New Jersey track in both open and 
restricted New Jersey-bred races. 

In any calendar year in which 
there is a surplus of funds, the 
surplus may be used to provide 
awards to breeders of registered 
New Jersey bred horses who earn 
portions of purses in races at an 
out-of-state race track held at least 
30 days before the start of the first 
Thoroughbred meet of the calen¬ 
dar year of more than 10 days' 
duration at a race track in New 
Jersey or at least 30 days following 
the conclusion of the last 
Thoroughbred meet of the calen¬ 
dar year of more than 10 days' 
duration at a race track in New 
Jersey. 

Award percentages for breed¬ 
ers—35 percent* is paid if the foal 
is by a registered New Jersey stal¬ 


lion; 25 percent* if the foal is by a 
stallion standing in a state other 
than New Jersey. 

In order for stallion owners to 
qualify for awards, the owner must 
register the stallion annually with 
the TBANJ. StaUion owners wiU 
receive an award equal to 10 per¬ 
cent* of what all foals by said stal¬ 
lion earn when racing at a New 
Jersey track. 

Owners of New Jersey-bred 
horses will receive a 40% award for 
first, second and third place fin¬ 
ishes in open company during the 
racing meets. This award will be 
deposited into the owners account 
at the race tracks at the conclusion 
of each qualifying race. The 40% 
award is in addition to a 10% 
award that is distributed by the 
TBANJ approximately 30 days at 
the conclusion of each racing 
meet. In races restricted to New 
Jersey-breds, the owner wiU receive 
a purse 25 percent greater than the 
purse in a corresponding open 
race. ^ 

"^There is a $5,000 maximum for 
first and $3,000for second or third on 
each award in each race. Total awards 
are based on funds generated annually.

STANDARD STARTS INDEX (SSI) 

A numerical racing index based on average earnings per start of a runner in North America. It allows a comparison of racing performance of horses regardless of their year of 
birth or sex. The computation of the SSI takes into account inflation and the lower earning potential of fillies. The SSI is calculated by taking all the foals born in a given year and 
determining that crop’s average earnings per start for each year that crop raced, calculating colts and fillies separately. 

For example, the average earnings per start at two for all colts foaled in 1960 was $400; and the average earnings per start at two for all fillies foaled in 1960 was 
$283. Thus, a colt foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $400 has an SSI of 1.00. And a filly foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $283 
also has an SSI of 1.00. Both the colt and filly have the same SSI due to the higher lifetime earning expectancy of colts. 

A runner with an index of 1.00 is considered to be of the same caliber as all other runners with indexes of 1.00 regardless of the year foaled or sex. Thus, a colt foaled in 
1930 which had an average per start of $94 and an SSI of 1.00 for his crop and sex would be considered of the same caliber as a colt foaled in 1960 with an average earnings 
per start of $400 and an SSI of 1.00. Those runners which have a SSI of 1.00 or above are in the top 21.4% of all runners. 

SUPERIOR RUNNERS 

Those runners which have a SSI of 3.98 or above, placing them in the top 3 percent of all runners based on SSIs.

P ennsylvania Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association (PHBA), a 
not-for-profit organisation 
founded in 1948, has as its main 
priority protection of Pennsyl¬ 
vania’s Thoroughbred breed¬ 
ing and racing industries. These 
industries are important agricul¬ 
tural institutions that play signifi¬ 
cant roles in the state’s economy, 


P ennsylvania’s Breeding Fund 
program distributes more 
money, on a per foal basis, 
than nearly every other state- 
bred program now in operation. 
Established in 1974, the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Breeding Fund has grown 
from a disbursement of $65,000 
in its initial year of operation to 
$18 million annually. 

Thoroughbred breeding and 
racing is a high-risk enterprise, but 
for breeders of PA-breds, own¬ 
ers of stallions standing in this 
state, and owners of PA-breds 
racing at Philadelphia Park, Penn 
National and Presque Isle, the 
added rewards can be one factor 
that makes for a winning stable. 

The Pennsylvania Breeding 
Fund is financed by percentages 
of the state’s total Thoroughbred 
pari-mutuel handle and slot rev¬ 
enues. It provides for individual 
award payments (breeder and 
stallion awards), overnight races 
for PA-breds, purse bonus sup¬ 
plements, PA-bred stakes races, 
and reimbursement of expenses 
incurred by the Pennsylvania 
Horse Breeders Association 
(PHBA) in its role as program 
administrator. 

While benefitting owners 
and breeders with its incentive 
awards, the Fund serves a wider 
purpose, helping to support live 
racing at Philadelphia Park, Penn 


generating tremendous tax rev¬ 
enues for the state and making 
substantial contributions to the 
state’s economy in general, while 
helping to sustain Pennsylvania’s 
rural character. 

Working with other industry 
leaders over the years, PHBA 
has attained several goals that 
have had far-reaching benefits. 


National and Presque Isle. By 
making it worthwhile for owners 
to race PA-breds in their native 
state, the Breeding Fund pro¬ 
gram channels a steady supply 
of competitive runners to the 
Pennsylvania tracks, and makes 
it less likely that our homegrown 
product will be lured to compet¬ 
ing race tracks within the region. 

Pennsylvania’s Thoroughbred 
breeding and racing industry 
contributes approximately $600 
million annually to the state’s 
economy, so it is clear that the 
state has a vested interest in sup¬ 
porting these activities. 

By law, PHBA is responsible 
for administering the Breeding 
Fund program for the State 
Horse Racing Commission, and 
maintaining an up-to-date regis¬ 
try of PA-breds and Pennsylvania 
stallions. 

A Thoroughbred foal born in 
the state of Pennsylvania and reg¬ 
istered as such with The Jockey 
Club is eligible for Pennsylvania- 
bred registration with the PHBA 
if one of the following condi¬ 
tions is met: 

• For foals of 2007, the dam 
of the foal resided continuously 
in Pennsylvania from November 
1, 2006, through foaling. 

• For foals of 2008 and there¬ 
after, the dam of the foal resided 
continuously in Pennsylvania 


One such goal was the estab¬ 
lishment of the Pennsylvania 
Breeding Fund, which became 
a reality in 1974. The fund pro¬ 
gram, administered by PHBA, 
has evolved into one of the 
country’s most lucrative incen¬ 
tive programs. * 


from October 1 of the year of 
conception through foaling. 

• The dam of the foal was 
purchased at a public sale after 
October 1 of the year of con¬ 
ception and brought into Penn¬ 
sylvania within 14 days of the 
date of purchase and remained 
continuously through foaling. 
During the year of foaling, the 
foal or its dam spent at least 
ninety (90) days in the state. 

• The dam of the foal was 
bred to a stallion standing in 
Pennsylvania which was regis¬ 
tered with the Pennsylvania 
Horse Breeders Association as a 
Pennsylvania stallion during the 
breeding season of the year of 
foaling, and dam of foal remained 
in the state for at least the next 
ninety (90) days after foaling. 

After July 31 of a foal’s year¬ 
ling year, call the PHBA office 
for appropriate late PA-bred reg¬ 
istration application instructions. 
Please note, there is a nonre- 
fundable $500 late registration 
fee with a thirty (30) day manda¬ 
tory waiting period. 

There are two distinctions 
when registering a PA-bred foal: 
those sired by registered Penn¬ 
sylvania stallions and those sired 
by non-registered stallions. 

PA-breds have preferred 
starter status within the con¬ 
ditions in most non-restricted

For Pennsylvania-sired PA-breds, 
it amounts to 30 percent of 
the purse earned, and for non- 
Pennsylvania-sired PA-breds, it is 
20 percent. 

A monetary award is paid 
when a registered PA-bred sired 
by a registered Pennsylvania stal¬ 
lion finishes first, second or third 
in any parimutuel race in the 
state. The sire must have been 
registered with the PHBA during 
the year of the foal’s concep¬ 
tion, and the award—equal to 
10 percent of the purse share 
earned—is paid to the owner of 
the sire at the time of concep¬ 
tion. W

STANDARD STARTS iNDEX (SSi) 

A numerical racing index based on average earnings per start of a runner in North America. It allows a comparison of racing performance of horses regardless of their year of 
birth or sex. The computation of the SSI takes into account inflation and the lower earning potential of fillies, the SSI is calculated by taking all the foals born in a given year and 
determining that crop’s average earnings per start for each year that crop raced, calculating colts and fillies separately. 

For example, the average earnings per start at two for all colts foaled in 1960 was $400; and the average earnings per start at two for all fillies foaled in 1960 was 
$283. Thus, a colt foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $400 has an SSI of 1.00. And a filly foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $283 
also has an SSI of 1.00. Both the colt and filly have the same SSI due to the higher lifetime earning expectancy of colts. 

A runner with an index of 1.00 is considered to be of the same caliber as all other runners with indexes of 1.00 regardless of the year foaled or sex. Thus, a colt foaled in 
1930 which had an average per start of $94 and an SSI of 1.00 for his crop and sex would be considered of the same caliber as a colt foaled in 1960 with an average earnings 
per start of $400 and an SSI of 1.00. Those runners which have a SSI of 1.00 or above are in the top 21.4% of all runners. 

SUPERIOR RUNNERS 

Those runners which have a SSI of 3.98 or above, placing them in the top 3 percent of all runners based on SSIs.

STANDARD STARTS iNDEX (SSi) 

A numerical racing index based on average earnings per start of a runner in North America. It allows a comparison of racing performance of horses regardless of their year of 
birth or sex. The computation of the SSI takes into account inflation and the lower earning potential of fillies. The SSI is calculated by taking all the foals born in a given year and 
determining that crop’s average earnings per start for each year that crop raced, calculating colts and fillies separately. 

For example, the average earnings per start at two for all colts foaled in 1960 was $400; and the average earnings per start at two for all fillies foaled in 1960 was 
$283. Thus, a colt foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $400 has an SSI of 1.00. And a filly foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $283 
also has an SSI of 1.00. Both the colt and filly have the same SSI due to the higher lifetime earning expectancy of colts. 

A runner with an index of 1.00 is considered to be of the same caliber as all other runners with indexes of 1.00 regardless of the year foaled or sex. Thus, a colt foaled in 
1930 which had an average per start of $94 and an SSI of 1.00 for his crop and sex would be considered of the same caliber as a colt foaled in 1960 with an average earnings 
per start of $400 and an SSI of 1.00. Those runners which have a SSI of 1.00 or above are in the top 21.4% of all runners. 

SUPERIOR RUNNERS 

Those runners which have a SSI of 3.98 or above, placing them in the top 3 percent of all runners based on SSIs.

R ules for registering with the 
Virginia Breeders Fund: 

Stallion registration: 

Each stallion must be reg¬ 
istered yearly with the Virginia 
Breeders Fund in order to be 
eligible to receive stallion awards 
from the following year’s foal 
crop. For a stallion’s foal crop 
conceived in 2010 to be eligi¬ 
ble for future Virginia Breeders 
Fund stallion awards, a stallion 
must be registered by January 
31, 2010—or within 30 days fol¬ 
lowing his entry into stud in Vir¬ 
ginia—for a fee of $100. A late 
registration fee of $250 will be 
accepted until August 31,2010. 


Foal registration: 

Foals born in Virginia in 2010 
are eligible for registration with 
the Virginia Breeders Fund. 

The 2010 foal can be reg¬ 
istered by December 31, 2010, 
for a fee of $25. If the foal is 
not registered before December 
31 of its foaling year, it can be 
registered as a yearling for a fee 
of $50 or as a 2-year-old or older 
at a fee of $200. 

Fund distribution: 

The Virginia Breeders Fund 
Awards are generated by 1% of 
every dollar wagered in Virginia 
on Thoroughbred horse rac¬ 


ing, including year-round satel¬ 
lite wagering facility handle. The 
funds are allocated as follows: 

^ 35% is set aside for pay¬ 
ment to the breeders of regis¬ 
tered Virginia-bred Thorough¬ 
breds who win races at any race 
track in the United States. 

Up to 15% is set aside 
for payments to owners or les¬ 
sees of registered Virginia stal¬ 
lions who sire Virginia-bred 
Thoroughbreds who win races 
at any race track in the United 
States. 

^ 50% is set aside to supple¬ 
ment purses of races restricted 
to registered Virginia-breds in 


Virginia. Owners of registered 
Virginia-bred Thoroughbreds 
who run at Colonial Downs may 
earn up to a 100% bonus that is 
included in the purse. 

Note: Beginning with the 2001 
Colonial Downs meeting, eligibili^ for 
Virginia-bred races has been extended 
to horses sired in Virginia. ^

STANDARD STARTS INDEX (SSI) 

A numerical racing index based on average earnings per start of a runner in North America. It allows a comparison of racing performance of horses regardless of their year of 
birth or sex. The computation of the SSI takes into account inflation and the lower earning potential of fillies, the SSI is calculated by taking all the foals born in a given year and 
determining that crop’s average earnings per start for each year that crop raced, calculating colts and fillies separately. 

For example, the average earnings per start at two for all colts foaled in 1960 was $400; and the average earnings per start at two for all fillies foaled in 1960 was 
$283. Thus, a colt foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $400 has an SSI of 1.00. And a filly foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $283 
also has an SSI of 1.00. Both the colt and filly have the same SSI due to the higher lifetime earning expectancy of colts. 

A runner with an index of 1.00 is considered to be of the same caliber as all other runners with indexes of 1.00 regardless of the year foaled or sex. Thus, a colt foaled in 
1930 which had an average per start of $94 and an SSI of 1.00 for his crop and sex would be considered of the same caliber as a colt foaled in 1960 with an average earnings 
per start of $400 and an SSI of 1.00. Those runners which have a SSI of 1.00 or above are in the top 21.4% of all runners. 

SUPERIOR RUNNERS 

Those runners which have a SSI of 3.98 or above, placing them in the top 3 percent of all runners based on SSIs.

West Virginia Thoroughbred Development Fund 


T he West Virginia Thorough¬ 
bred Development Fund 
was put into place to provide 
financial incentives for breeding 
and racing West Virginia Thor¬ 
oughbred horses. A percentage 
of the live handle, simulcast rev¬ 
enues and video lottery moneys 
makes up the fund. 

Bonus awards for registered 
West Virginia horses are paid 
once a year, on February 15, and 
are based on all of the horse’s 
earnings at Charles Town race 
track. (There are some limits on 
bonus awards paid on earnings 
from the West Virginia Breeders 
Classics.) 

The fund sets aside $800,000 
a year for more than a dozen 
West Virginia-accredited stakes 
races during the year, including 
the Robert G. Leavitt Memorial 


Stakes for 3-year-olds, seven fur¬ 
longs, run each July; the Sadie 
Hawkins Stakes, fillies and mares, 
3-year-olds and up, seven fur¬ 
longs, run in August; the Frank 
Gall Memorial Stakes, 3-year- 
olds and up, seven furlongs, 
run in September; and the West 
Virginia Futurity, seven furlongs, 
run in November. 

Twenty-four percent of the 
fund is allocated for West Vir¬ 
ginia-accredited races. A 20 per¬ 
cent bonus is added to the base 
purse. An accredited race is card¬ 
ed every day and is exclusively for 
registered West Virginia horses. 

The balance of the fund for 
the February 15 distribution is 
disbursed as follows: 60 percent 
is paid to the breeder of a regis¬ 
tered West Virginia-bred and/or 
sired horse; 25 percent is paid to 


the owner of a registered West 
Virginia-bred and/or sired horse; 
15 percent is paid to the owner 
of the registered sire. 

Registration of a West Vir¬ 
ginia-bred and/or sired horse is 
a lifetime registration. Registered 
stallions must be renewed each 
year. The fund revived the raiser 
program in 2007 and 2008, which 
allowed accreditation of horses 
who had been domiciled in the 
state as weanlings, with a resi¬ 
dency requirement of one year. 
All horses must be registered 
with the West Virginia Thor¬ 
oughbred Breeders Association 
(V^BA). 

Please contact the WVTBA 
for registration rules and fees. 

The WVTBA sponsors many 
activities throughout the year, 
including a horse show offer¬ 


ing non-restricted classes as well 
as those for West Virginia-bred 
and/or sired horses. Cash awards 
and trophies are presented. 

The WVTBA conducts semi¬ 
nars and hosts an annual awards 
dinner in March. 

Membership dues are $100 
per year. If paid by January 1, 
members receive reduced regis¬ 
tration rates for West Virginia- 
bred and/or sired horses and 
a one-year subscription to Mid- 
A.tlantic Thoroughbred.

STANDARD STARTS INDEX (SSI) 

A numerical racing index based on average earnings per start of a runner in North America. It allows a comparison of racing performance of horses regardless of their year of 
birth or sex. The computation of the SSI takes into account inflation and the lower earning potential of fillies. The SSI is calculated by taking all the foals born in a given year and 
determining that crop’s average earnings per start for each year that crop raced, calculating colts and fillies separately. 

For example, the average earnings per start at two for all colts foaled in 1960 was $400; and the average earnings per start at two for all fillies foaled in 1960 was 
$283. Thus, a colt foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $400 has an SSI of 1.00. And a filly foaled in 1960 with average earnings per start at two of $283 
also has an SSI of 1.00. Both the colt and filly have the same SSI due to the higher lifetime earning expectancy of colts. 

A runner with an index of 1.00 is considered to be of the same caliber as all other runners with indexes of 1.00 regardless of the year foaled or sex. Thus, a colt foaled in 
1930 which had an average per start of $94 and an SSI of 1.00 for his crop and sex would be considered of the same caliber as a colt foaled in 1960 with an average earnings 
per start of $400 and an SSI of 1.00. Those runners which have a SSI of 1.00 or above are in the top 21.4% of all runners. 

SUPERIOR RUNNERS 

Those runners which have a SSI of 3.98 or above, placing them in the top 3 percent of all runners based on SSIs.
